INCENDIARISM. 


Confession of a Man Who Started a 
Fire Which Destroyed $40,000 
Worth of Property. 

Troy, N. I., Sept. 1.—[Special.]—Bhe arrest 
yesterday of J. W. Ruttenber, editor of the 
Gloversville Daily News and the Mohawk Valley 
Democrat, on a charge of arson in connection 
with the fire at Fonda last Friday which de- 
stroyed $40,000 worth of property, has caused 
great excitement in Fonda. The office of the 
Demecrat was in the building where the fire was 
discovered. The first suspicion was awakened 
in the mind of a young man named Seymour 
Johnson, who worked in the office 
of the Gloversville News, and who, 
after the fire, recalied conversations he had 
heard between Ruttenber and James F. 
Chanter, a printer in Ruttenber’s employ. 
Chanter was closely questioned by an officer, 
and confessed. He states be was asked by 
Ruttenber to fire the office, promising him a 
handsome reward. The scheme was perfected 
last week. Chanter, having worked in the of- 
fice, knew the interier of the building. Over 
the office was a small, dark room containing 
wood. He says Ruttenber told him to open 
the door of this room and touch a lighted 
match to materials which he would find 
saturated with kerosene, and added that 
the stair would also be kerosened. Hav- 
ing done this Chanter was to descend 
to the printing office, which was on the second 
fioor. and was to pass through it to the rear 
window, whence escape could be made by a 
ladder. Thea intea time was Thursday 
night. The last issue of the Democrat appeared 
that afternoon, and contained an article on the 
rowdies of Fonda, this, it is supposed, being in- 
tended to lead the public to think that the deed 
was a retaliation for this attack. According to 
the program, Chanter says he cume down at 
midnight and fined the building, making bis 
escape to the ladder. He then drove over 
to Fultonville. Chanter was until recently a 
student at Hamilton College. When Rutten- 
ber was arrested an excited crowd followed 
him with cries of Huang him! Ruttenber, 
who protests his e om Ne and will. see no one 


but counsel, came from Newburg, N. Y., in the 
spring of 1883 and bought the Democrat. His 
friends say he paid too much for the paper, on 
which be lost money. He started the Glovers- 
ville Evening News us an effort to retrieve him- 
self. Ris office in Fonda was heavily insured. 


PIG-IRON. 


The Business in Pittsburg in an Un- 
satisfactory Condition. 

PirrssurG, Pa, Sept. 1.—[Speelal.]— The 
pig-iron business n this city is at present in a 
very unsatisfactory condition owing to the de- 
pressed state of the trade. For about seven 
months six furnates have been idle, with no 
fixed date when they will be blownin. The re- 
striction of these furnaces is an aggregate of 
700 tons each day, while the amount produced 
daily reaches about 1,200 tons from nine fur- 
naces—namely: four of the Bessemer, at Bes- 
semer Station, twoof the Eliza, one of the 
Lucy, one of the Isabella, and the 
Clinton furnace. The stock that is on 
band at these furnaces will not go beyond 
3,000 tons, which may be considered a small 
amount to be at one furnace that bas an out- 
put of 100 tons a day. The sales of pig-iron 
cannot be said to amount to unything, for the 
simple reason that ail the biast-furnaces in the 
couuty are connected with mills, consequently 
there is very little made for the run of the 
market here. Still there are small lots of foun- 
dry iron being sold, but that will not amount to 
1,000 tons a month. If pig-iron could now 
command the price that it did at this time last 
year it would ieave about 800 tons a day for 
the market at the present running of the mills; 
but, until a change in the business takes place, 
the furnaces now out will remain so for some 
time. The work of those in biast is being 
managed with great economy. Recently the 
Lucy and Isabella Furnace Companies have dis- 
pensed with nearly 100 men. Shoenberger 
of the Juniata Iron-Works are about to tear 
down one of their blast furnace, which is to be 
built up by a larger one.

BUTLER UNBOTTLED. 


The Hero of Fort Fisher and Towks- 


bury Draws a Crowd at 
Detroit, Mich., 


And Gives Vent to Some of His Peculiar 


Ideas on Labor and the 
Tariff. 
The Harangue Interrupted by Mingled 
Shouts of Dissent and 
Applause. 


Derrort, Mich., Sept. 1.— Sperial. |—Gen. 
Butler, accompanied by his son-in-law, Gen. 
Ames of Brooklyn, Col. Plympton ef Worces- 
ter, and Mr. Montague of the Bostog Globe, 
and escorted by the Hon. Moses W. Field of 
this city, who had gone on to meet the party, 
arrived in this city about 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. Great crowds gathered at the depot, 
where he was formally welcomed by Richard 
Trevellick. The General made a brief response, 
after which he was driven to his bead 
quarters at the Michigan Exchange. There 
was no formal procession, but members 
of different labor organizations followed 
him. Cheer after cheer arose from 
the crowd as the General passed, and the 
teamsters respectfully doffed their hats. The 
General speaks in Grand Rapids tomorrow att- 
ernoon and at Muskegon in the evening, 
Thence he will go to Chicago, Minneapolis, 
Northfield, St. Paul, Des Moines, and Topeka. 
He is due in New York two wecks from today. 
After speaking in Massachusetts, New Hamp 
shire, and New York he will make another 
Western trip about the 28th, visiting Wiscon- 
sin, Indiana, and Obio, finishing his work by 
stumping rennsylvania, New York, and some 
New Engiand States. 

HIS OPINION OF FUSION AND THE TARIFF. 

Gen. Butler was asked today what he thought 
of fusion in this State. He said: I think well 
of it. It is what | recommended in my address. 
Some people have criticised my address be- 
cause, they say, a better trade in fusion could 
have been made. My answer is that I don't 
want any more Electoral votes than the people 
are perfectly willing to give me. Fusion is not 
coalition. In coulition, where parties trade 
offices there are engendered jealousies and 
beartburnings. Votes would be sacrificed. 
Suppose the Democrats had said: We will give 
you seven Electors and we will take six.“ Every 
disaffected Democrat would have scratched off 
the six Eiectors named by the peopit’s party. 
We wouldn't have got so many votes. Our way 
is fair and just. Every fusion vote counts one 
for the people's candidate. Every Democratic 
vote gives one to the Democrats. It is virtual- 
ly minority representation. 

And how do you regard the outlook?“ 

„The contest seems not to be a doubtful 
one. The main issue on which I Start- 
ed out—the protection of labor by 
tariff only for revenue—wil! suc- 
ceed whoever is elected. My cause will 
win, therefore, and what will happen to me 
isn’t. or the slightest possible consequence. 
Such a Congress will be eleated that a revenue 
act in favor o free trade will be impossibie. 
The reason why! insisted at Chicago that there 
should beadistinct and not to be evaded dec- 
laration of the Democracy on the tariff ques- 
tion was because the Democratic majority in 
the House had tried to make a free-trade tariff, 
or worse, a horizontal reduction, leaving all 
the abuses of the tariff standing, and which re- 
duction would have raised more revenue than 
is raised by the present tariff. The latter, an 
many articles, is so high that goods cannot be 
imported under it, and, therefore, we get no 
revenue from such classes of articles. But if 
we take 20 per cent off they will be imported, 
and we will raise revenue from sources not 
now available, so that the surplus in the Treas- 
ury will be largef than now, with equal ex- 
penditures.“ 

A GREAT CROWD PRESENT TO HEAR THE BUNT- 
ING-FACTORY MCNOPOLIST. | 

The Grand Circus Park was a dense mass of 
humanity tonight, at least 25, people being 
present to listen to Butler. It was all that the 
orator could do to force his way through the 


crowd to the place prepared for him. The Geh- 


eral was pushed up over the railing almost ex- 
hausted by the long struggle which be had had ail 
the way from Woodward avenue, Such a crowd 
has seldom been seen in this city, and never at 
at a political gathering. Richard Trereliek 
presided. The desire to see Butler was 60 
great that pandemonium prevailed. Butler 
would not let the Chairman make an intro- 
duction, but made those in front sit down 60 
that those behind could see him. 


WHAT HE SAID. | 

Nothing, he said, was so misunderstood as 
the tariff. Now, what is that? It is a protec- 
tion to American todustry. Our country said 
to all other countries. You can't come here to 
injure our trade. To illustrate, Michigan has 
a fine lumber tract, and could supply the 
Eastern market, but Canadiuns work more 
bours than an American ought to work, for he 
believed that no American ought to work over 
ten hours in one day, and he had 
worked for such a law in Massachusetts. 
Canadians could also get out their lumber 
cheaper, so that they would get our trade, 
therefore we taxed them $2 per thousand. 
Some would say, then you make every house 
higher, you make timber $2 per. thousand 
higher, but this is not so, it is only 31 higher. 
He had seen Hendricks’ speech, which said that 
when you taxed anything you only increased 
the price so much. This was not 60. 
The farmer was told all his ar- 
ticles were increased to double their 
cost in England by the tariff. He 
read statistics to prove the falsity of this argu- 
ment. Although we havea large tariff on iron, 
the metal is cheaper here than before the tariff 
was, placed upon it. American labor could 
now be employed, and competition bad cheap- 
ened the price so we could make better and 
cheaper iron and steei than England. He went 
to the Democratic Convention and urged the 
Bourbons to putin their plaiform an explicit 
declaration in favor of a tariff. They had not 
been in power for twenty-five years, and it w..s 
necessary to let the country know how they 
stood. Their action during their advocacy of 
the borizontal bill made this especially neces- 


gary. 

He objected to the Republican party because 
they advocated a war tariff which was too 
bigh. There was no difference between the 
disbonest Democrat und Republican—one was 
hungry and the other had bis belly full, yet 
both would steal. Again, he objected to the 
Republicans because their tariff’ was too much 
in favor ot the monopolist. He favored a tariff 
which would not be oppressive and which 
would benefit the laborer. 

Up to this time the noise had been such that 
it was almost impossible to hear Butler. He 
tried desperately to stop the talking, but it 
seemed impossible. At last the noise ceased 
and Butler recapitulated. A man obstructed 
the view of the crowd, and they cried “Sit 
down!“ Butler said. Put him down!“ and 
down he went, and the noise subsided. Hen 
resumed: Inthe East the market was over- 
stocked with woolens and cottons, yet you 
cannot sell your wheat and corn in the East. 
In 1868 corn was worth 75 cents per bushel, 
wheat $1.50, and other things in proportion. 
Now they are all reduced about one-third and 
still you canuot sell them. In those days the 
railroads canried you for three cents a mile, and 
your produce would give you a long ride. Now 
the railroads had neither reduced the pas- 
senger tariff nor the freight. We suffered 
from under- consumption and not over-produc- 
tion. The railroads:had been responsible for 
the reduction of prices. They ought to be 
made to share the losses. It was the fault of 
the people that this had bappened, because they 
had clung to parties. People told them they 
would throw away their votes. The Democrat 
hud been voting for twenty-five years, but 
what bad he done but throw away his vate? 
The Republicans bad done a great work in 
crushing siavery, and still get many votes just 
as if the old ideas prevailed. But the cap- 
italists and 2,000 National banks and the rail- 
roads now controlled them. You throw away 
your vote if you vote foreither party. The Dem- 
ocrats dreaded the monopolists and dare not 
do anything to dispiease them. The South was 
monopolistic because it formerly owned labor 
and worked against the interests of the me- 
chanic. He had an eight-bour law passed when 
he was in Congress because he thought they 
needed some time for improvement. The 
laborer ought to bave some of the benefits of 
steam and machinery. The production of 
various articles had been increased almost 

and yet laborers had 


to struggle nearly as! 

all things were ced by hand. 
Every Government official refused to execute 
the law and no Republican Administration had 
had enough honesty to try the experiment, 
therefore it behooved the people to elect an Ex- 
ecutive who had nerve enough to oppose the 


monopolists and enforce it, (Loud applause.) . 


There are supposed to be 55. 000. 000 pie in 
the country. Garfield was elécted by only a smal! 
plurality. Let the farmem and the laborers 
show theirpower. There 8,437,000 farmers, 
almost as many as the enti vote for Presi- 
dent. There are 4,220,000 IBborers and miners, 
and in all over 20,000,000 n of small means, 
yet the total vote of both sides would not ex- 
exceed 11,000,000. Vanderbilt will not buy 
cloth of the tailor, not Jay Gould meat 
of the butcher. It Would de better 
to have a well-fed class of labor 
ers to trade with them. The Republican party 
said, vote for us becausé we have a good 
record, but a man’s record was not complete 
until death. The Republican party was dead 
and therefore it could mghtly refer to the 
record. All should have free suffrage, yet the 


Democrats would take away the negro vote. 


They would either use the shotgun to drive 
him away or put in two ballots to counteract 
his vote. Many voted the Democratic party 
because Jackson was a great man. It 
was true he was great because he had a strong 
will. If they could furnish another Jackson 
we would voce for him, yet’ he (Butler) would 
never vote for his boots stuffed. But the 
Democrats had neither nominated a Jefferson 
nor a Jackson. If men vote the People's 
ticket they may not now, but they 
should follow the lead the Abolitionists, 
who were a small’ band but plucky, and finally 
won. Even if not successful in November, 
they will lay the foundationsof a party which 
will be successful four years hence. Both 
parties cry civil-service teform, but it simply 
means different ways of getting men in office. 
His (Butier’s) retorm was to turn them 
all out. If good 
hire them over 
paid to do it., A 
brought about by lowering official salaries to 
the same price as that. paid for labor, so the 
demand would be less. They bad seen how 
small a man could be President. Surely it 
ought not take a very big one to hold a cierk- 
ship.

Last night he noticed that the sleeper was four 
times as heavy as the other cars, 
so, that as much power was necessary 
to carry him as to carry four 
men. He paid a large sum of money, yet the 
ear company did not get the money. Those 
who did not ride in the sleeper paid for his 
journey. These matters were what they should 
consider. He came not to denounce men but 
that system of laws which allowed a few men 
to rob the people; which made the rich 
richer and the poor poorer. While we have 
more rich men thau asy other country 
we have men as poor as aBy country however 
enslaved. We had starving men with wheat at 
80 cents a bushel. We mußt stop men buying 
large quantities of grain asd making corners. 
Such men should be treated as criminals. En- 
giand would fine and imprison such men. and 
therefore a corner in wheat had not been 
known there for 150 years. Monop 
oly must be put down. A monopolist 
is one who acquires 66 great property 
without giving a fair recompense to others. 
The very rich are a curge; they go to foreign 
lands and spend their Money white they are 
dodging taxes here. The laborers had been 
long patient, but an explosion might occur 
which would be felt. Some years ago the 
Pennsylvania Railroad would not increase the 
wages of its employés. Their patience finally 
broke. The strike cam the company lost 
millions that could been saved by 
fifteen minutes’ consideration. Strikes ruin 
both laborers and employers. A _ tribunal 
should be the arbitrator. He (Butler) had tried 
to get the tribunal, but the Democrats had 
said, ** You want us to pay @nigger all be asks, 
and turned a deaf ear to him. People say, 
Why are you, a capitalistiqa friend of the la- 
borer? He was their friend because he had 
property and did not want to lose it on account 
of the anarchy which was sure to come. 

After hearty cheers for Butler Chairman 
Trevellick aud Mr. Wiley of Wisconsin ad- 


dressed the people.

Another Failure Precipitated by War- 
ner’s Defaication.

George B. Church, son of 
the late Sanford E. Church, of Albion, has made 
an assignment to J. M. Smith of Rochester.

BRITISH SCIENTISTS. 


Resumption of Sessions by the Va- 
rious Sections at the Montreal 
Meeting. 


Prof. Shuster’ on the Connection of 
Sun Spots with Terrestrial 
Phenomena. 

Spectrum Analyses and Ohemical Nomen- 
olature Papers on Geological and 
Other Subjecta. 


MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 1.—| Special. |—The 
various sections of the British Science Associa- 
tion met today. In Section A, mathematics 
and physical science, Sir William Thompson 
announced that a letter had been received 
fram Prof. Wolcott Gibbs inviting members of 
the physical sections to visit the new physical 
laboratory at Harvard University and other 
objects of interest in Cambridge. 

Prof. Shuster opened a discussion on the 
connection of sun spots with terrestrial phe- 
nomena in a few humorous remarks, and 
went on to say that the connection 
between terrestrial phenomena and sun 
spots was established beyond coubt; als, that 
the magnetic needle is never stationary. In 
years of maximum of sun spots the daily 
variation is much larger than in other years. 
Besides these regular movements there are 
sudden variations on the compass, torming 
what are called magnetic storms. Carrington 
first observed bright spots on the sun's sur- 
face. At the same time magnetic storms were 
observed simultaneously at Rew and Stony- 
hurst. By experiment it has been shown that 
the radiation of the sun differs as much as 8 
per cent, but it is doubtful whether 
this is real or apparent. One of 
the best ideas was to have an 
observatory in the Himalayas for the observa- 
tion of star radiation, but, as it was difficult to 
arrange this, the best pian would be to get the 
priests in the monasteries to take notes, and, 
as their religion was mostly carried on by ma- 
ehinery, it would be easy for them to do 80. 
But we may still make observations in solar 
temperature and its connection with sun spots. 

SECTION B—*' CHEMISTRY.” 

Dr. Roberts then read a report on Spectrum 
Analysis,” wherein a list of different papers 
published. in different languages on that sub- 
ject have been collected. The work done in, 
the line of research since 1860 is enormous. 

This was followed by a report on Chemical 
Nomenclature,’ read by Mr. H. B. Dixon. Ta- 
bles of this report summarizing the history of 
the nomenclature of certain typical chemical 
compounds clearly indicate the conditions most 
essential for permanence. These tables bring 
prominently forward the fact that those names 
have endured which impress no particular 
opinion on the ultimate constitution of the 
bodies to which they were applied. Where 
names have expressed such opinions tbe 
advauce of knowledge has necessi- 
tated a change. Sixty years ago the 
names bichloride and puchioride of phosphor- 
us were both applied to the higher chloride of 
phosphorus. Prefixes proto, deuto, etc., intro- 
duced in chemical nomenclature by Thomas 
Thompson, were not intended by him to indi- 
cate the number of atoms ina molecule, but 
to mark the first, second, or third compound in 
a series. Thus, he styled the lower and higher 

hlorides of copper protochioride and deuto- 

hloride respectively, but other chemists have 
styled the higber chloride protochioride, there- 
by indicating that a molecule contained one 
atom of copper. and the lower chioride 
dechloride. thereby indicating that the 
molecule contained two atoms of copper. 
Where the prefixes proto, deuto, etc., are 
employed they should be applied in the sense 
indicated by Thompson. A name once given to 
a particular body should not be taken from 
that body and applied to another without the 

ravest reasons accepted by the majority of 
chemists. 

Sir H. E. Roscoe found the report very good, 
but made one objection, which he expressed by 
an example—the retaining of the old name 
carbonic acid, which conveyed no meaning of 
the composition of the body. Names shouid in 
all cases, if possible, indicate the composition 
of the body. 

Remarks were then made by Mr. Veley in 
respect to some of the prefixes employed be- 
fore the names of organic compounds. 

Dr. H. Foster Moriey then suggested the ad- 
visability of particular changes in nomen- 
clature. 

Prof. Allen of Sheffield said though many 
chemists were very prone to lay down rules 
for momenciature, yet from their own 
writing we see that they are the Orst to break 
them. 4 

SECTION C—** GEOLOGY. 

There was avery small attendance at this 
section. Prof. James Hall read his paper on 
„ Fossil Reticulate Sponges,” constituting 
family _ dictyospongide. He said: Our 
knowledge of these forms in 
America dates back to 1842, when 
Mr. Conrad described a peculiar fossil 
body under tne name hydroceros (in belief of 
its relation to Orthoceroso), r ubsequently in the 
same year another form by Vanuxemi, as a 
marine plant, and in 1862 as algae, and followed 
by Hall in 1863, who described several of the 
species under the name dictyophyton, adopt- 
ing Vanuxemi’s name uphantoenia for other 
forms. In 1879 Mr. C. D. Wolcott describes a 
form referable to this group of fossils from 
Utica shales as cyathophycus. In 1881 
Mr. N. K. Whitfield published observations 
on the structure of dictyophyton and its affini- 
ties with sponges, accompanied by a note from 
Dr. J. W. Dawson on the structure of a epeci- 
men of upbantenea,”’ etc.

Prof. Milnes Marshal! of Owens College read 
a paper on “Mutual Relation of Recent Groups 
of Echi in which a very interesting 
account of the and some of the 
habits of this animal was given, and illustrated 
by diagrams on the blackboard. The speaker 
showed that it this animal were removed rom 
the rock to which it clung it would swim in tie 
water until it attached itself to some other fixt- 
ure. speaker had proved bya series of 
experiments that the seat of life was in the 
central capsule imbedded in a cup of ca!care- 
ous plates, from which the axial nerve ran up 
into various arms of the animal. These axial 
nerves he had also found formed sensories 
between various arms. If one of the arms 
were injuced all the other arms moved under 
pain, but upon the axial nerves being cut sen- 
sory communication was immediately dissolved, 
and only one arm mo upon betng pinched. 
Recent groups of echinoderms were the on! 
ones which bad their central capsules with axidl 
nerves extending throughout the arms. The 
other four groups of echinoderms were star- 
fish, brittle star, sea urchins, and holothurians, 
which were very different in their formation. 
The nervous system should be regarded as 
part of the skin, and in all ani- 
mals it first appeared in the skin. 
In some it has sunk down, in others it still re- 
mains in the skin. It was quite plain that those 
animals whose nervous system remained part 
of the skin were in a more primitive condition 
than were those whose system had sunk deeply 
into their body. Tho star-fish were, as far as 
their nervous systems were concerned, in a 
most primitive condition. Other speciés of 
echinoderms were ina more advanced stage; 
but they were all much bebind the crinoide, 
which, like the echinoderms, originated in a 
pelagic free-swimming larve condition. 

Prof. Mosely said that Prof. Marshall had 
added much to the facts which Carpenter had 
already made public. 

A paper by Mr. A. H. Caldwell, who was sent 
to Australia by the British Association to in- 
vestigate certain interesting biological ques- 
tions, was thep read in his absence by Mr. 
Sedgwick. The paper was on Zoetal Mem- 
branes of Marsupials,’’ and gave an exact ac- 
count of the development of the marsupial 
embryo, which has been hitherto a riddle in 
biology. 

A SUPPLEMENTARY MEETING. 

Owing to the large number of papers con- 
tributed to the biological section a supple- 
mentary meeting was arranged tor this morn- 
ing, in which none but papers dealing with 
physiology were presented. 

Pro. Schaefer occupied the chair, and the 
first paper was one by Prof. H. M. Martin and 
W. H. Howell on **Coagulation of the Blood.“ 
Results of experiments made upon a reptile 
were communicated. This species of ‘animal 
was chosen because of the slowness of coagu- 
lation, and also because in the course of coagu- 
lation the white corpuscies did not become 
broken. ‘ 

The second paper, written by Francis Gotch 
and J. P. Laws, was read by Dr. Osler. Its 
subject was Blood of Lumilus Polyphemus,”’ 
and described the results of a number of analy- 
res made of the blood of the king crab. 

A very interesting paper was contributed by 
Prof. H. P. Bowditch, who took up the subject 


of the ** Vaso Motor Nerves,” describing a new 


system which he and others have invented for 
the studying of the vaso motor system. 

Prot. T. W. Mills next made a few brief re- 
marks on Prof. Kronecker's accidental discov- 
ery of fibiliar contraction of the muscular 
fibre of the heart. Prof. Mills also read a 
paper prepared by Prof. Kronecker and him 
self on The Cardiac Nerves of the Turtle.“ 
which desoribed results of stfmulating certain 
nerves of a sea turtie, and afterward arresting 
the action. 

Prof. Schaefer then read u disquisition upon 
the fuuctions ot Marginal Convolution,“ pre- 
pared by V. Horsely and himself. This paper 
excited considerable discussion, in which Profs. 
Bowditch and Mills and Dr. Howard took 
part. The meeting then adjourned until to- 
morrow at 11. 


SECTION E—** GEOGRAPHY.”’ 

Prof. James Giaischer, F. R. g., read a re- 
port ot the committee, consisting of Canon 
Tristram, F. R. S., the Kev. F. Lawrence, and 
himself. on promoting the survey of the West- 
ern bemisphere. Tne committee was founded 
in the year 1865, with the object 
ins general terms of obtaining from 
the Holy Land itself whatever facts 
might be gathered for the eiucidation of the 
Bible. The general purpose was subdivided in 
five separate headings: First, arcbeoilo- 
gy. which was to comprise excavétionsat vari- 
ous chosen sites, especially Jerusalem; second, 
the collection of manners and customs of mod- 
ern inhabitants; third, topography; fourth, 
geology; fifth, natural sciences, botany, zodlo- 
gy, and meteorology. An abridged account of 
the scientific results of the expedition, which 
are the results of the committee's labors sinoe 
the lust meeting of the association by Prof. Hull, 
was included in the report. This was largely of a 
technical nature, and showed that the author 
differs with Dr. Lartel in his view of the salt 
mountain Jabel Usdum, and regards it as ga 
portion of. the of salt sea when it stood 
about 600 feet above its present level. The re- 
sults‘of the survey are intended to be pub- 
lished in extenso by the Palestine exploration 
fund, together with a geological map of the 
whole country. The popular narrative of the

Mr. James Dillon, C. E., read a paper on a 
He explained that 
when exploring new countries, such as Canada 
or Africa, geographer or geologist finds « great 
source of delay, expense, and fatigue to even 
approximately determine the character and de- 
talls of fakes and large rivers. To determine 
the cost of such improvements much delay and 
expense are necessary in connection with nav- 
igation improvements on account of having to 
supply large staffs of engineers and other com- 
petent persons to determine and record on 
paper sections and charts the character of seas 
and inland waters ia their present state before 
estimating the cost of proposed improvements. 
All this work bas now to be done 
by the old and tedious method of 
sending parties of engineers in boats or ships. 
and sounding for deptbs with lines or rods. 
During the rise, fall, or flow of waters it is dif- 
ticult to define the position of the soundings or 
hight of water. The author bad found this old 
method an intolerable nuisance durimg an ex- 
perience of twenty-five or more years. He de- 
scribed his apparatus as follows: Over the side 
of a vessel there is hung a long sounding- 
bar or tube in lengths of ten, fifty, or 
more feet, which bar works freely round 
a fixed centre inside of the boat. This 
fixed centre is placed in the centre of a circu- 
lar dial, on which are marked fathoms or feet., 
a duplicate dial being placed in the Captain's 
cabin. On mooring the boat over a shoal ris- 
ing to the surface the sound bar, which always 
bangs vertically, will strike the shoai, and from 
its weight the bar will will rub along tue 
ground, pointing to the number of feet on tho 
dial, presenting the depths of the sboal under 
the water s surface. It bas been found that the 
vibrauuons of the sounding bar differ in de- 
gree when the boat moves it along 
different formations, thus enabling an observer 
after a very short experience to record in bis 
notebook whether the surface of the ground 
der water is composed of mud, sand, gravel, 
bowilders, rocks, etc. The paper was received 
with marked interest, and was principally a 
commentary on the Canadian climate and our 
ucts. 

Dr. Hurlbert also read a paper on Some 
veculiar Storms on the North American Conti- 
nent. 

Mr. Westgarth presented a paper from Com- 
mandér Carver on the newly-formed British 
Commercial Geographical Society of London. 
In this paver the author, who has taken the 
initiative in forming the society, pointed out the 
growing necessity for strengthening the bonds 
of union between England and the outlying 
portions of the british Empire in all parts of 
the world. He instanced the energy and 
enterprise of France jn secking at the present 
time every available opportunity to intuse a 
love of geograghical knowledge in the rising 
generation destined to take part in the com- 
merce of their country. The knowledge stored 
in encyclopedias, gazettes, consular re 
ports, and other official and non 
official documents need digesting, arrang- 
ing, and indexing to be | render- 
ed avaliable for everyday use in & 
great commercial centre like London, where 
business-imen, with little loss of time, can in- 
form themselves with the least possible delay 
on all matters which concern them in their 
dally association. He felt convinced that no 
time should be lost in repairing an omission in 
our system of commerce, or rather in meeting 
a necessity which has sprung up through the 
competition of our neigpbors in markets until

His 
whole letter ig the diatribe of an angry man 
who is determined to wreak vengeance on 
somebody. The whole thing reminds you of 
the fellow who swears like a trooper at the 
mau out of sight around the corner, jumping 
up and down and wildly gesticulating with his 
fists, and indulging in all sorts of reckless state- 
ments, threats, and charges which in his cooler 
moments—or if the other fellow were present 
—be wouldn't think of doing. The result is, 
that everybody discounts what he says as the, 
product of excitement, resentment, and anger.

WHO AND WHAT DEFEATED FOLGER. 

„One of the charges he b against 
Blaine,“ continued my Wisconsin friend, * is 
that he defeated Judge Folger for Governor of 
New York upon a flimsy plea about a fraudu- 
lent proxy at the State Convention, when 
Pound knows very well that Biaine had no 
more to do with his defeat than Pound him- 
self. Blaine was engaged in his own personal 
matters at the time and did not interfere di- 
rectly or indirectly, publicly or privately, in 
the New York election that year.

OHIO’S OCTOBER STRUGGLE. 

AN ENORMOUS SUM OF MONEY WRUNG FROM 
THE LIQUOR ELEMENT BY THE DEMOCKATS 
TO BE USED “‘ WHERE IT WILL DO THE MOST 
6005.“ 

WAsurIncrTor, D. C., Sept. 1.—- [Special.] — The 
Republicans have not been warned any too 
soon of the plans of the Democrats in Ohio. It 
is to be a money campaign, and the money is 
to be available in Ohio Sept. 8 in order that the 
Bourbons can enter upon active work imme- 
diately after the Maine election. Meanwhile 
the details of their campaign are being worked 
out by skilled manipulators. The renewed con- 
fidence of the Democrats within the last few 
days is undoubtedly attributable to a knowledge 
of the scheme. The plan, according to & 
gentleman who has excellent means of 
information, who is accurate, painstaking, 
and reliable in all his investigstions, is 
this: The brewers of the whole country, not 
of Obio alone, bave undertaken to raise a fund 
of $350,000 to be used in Ohio in October. Of 
that sum $65,000 was raised in one day in New 
York, and the greater portion of the remainder 
bas since that time been collected. All of it 
will be in Ohio the date specified. The theo- 
ry of those who have volunteered to raise this 
fund is, that it will be a more economical ex- 
penditure of money to make a test of the 
campaign in Ohio; that it is an 
October State; that its Administration is now 
controlled by Democrats elected by a majority 
of 14,000; that the elements of disaffection in 
Republican ranks in Obio are very important, 
while the temperance question is also avery 
serious one for them; and that if the Republic- 
ans should suffer defeat in Ohio in October it 
would be a shock for them, while the Demo- 
crats might expect to lose it wittrout hazarding 
their own campaign: that to concentrate, 
therefore, upon the State of Ohio in October is 
wise politica! strategy; and that all the brewing 
interests of the United States can afford to 
make common cause with the brewers of Ohio. 

Another part of this program is to utilize the 
Saloonkeepers' Alliance of Ohio to the utmost 
possible advantage. This is an organization 
conducted, in great part, secretly. The tem- 
perance people say that it is composed of 83,000 
saloonkeepers of that State. The saloommen 
themselves admit that their organization num- 
bers 30,000. This organization has imposed 
upon each suloonkeeper the duty of securing 
one Republican vote in his locality by all the 
arte known to bis occupation, the hope being 
that from this source alone 30,000 votes can be 
taken from Republican column. It will be 
seen from statement, therefore, that the 
| Democracy intends to wage a very vigorous 
war for October. The $350,000 comes from the 
brewers alone and does not include any of the 
money expected from the Standard Oil Com- 
pany.

A CHICAGO MAN'S INVESTIGATION OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC SLANDER, 

James Lane Allen, who has just returned 
from Kentucky, was asked by a TRIBUNE ro- 
porter yesterday whether he made any inquiries 
about the Democratic attack on Blainc's wife 
and family, and, the reply being yes,“ a fur- 
ther question was put as to the regult of his 
inquiries. 

Maj. Blaine, as be is known there,“ said 
Mr. Alien, was, as you know, a tutor at 
what was called the Western Military Institute 
at Georgetown, and a foot- note in the catalog 
of the institution for the college year of 1847- 
"48 contains this: ‘Mr. Blaine graduated No. 
1 in a class of 37, and has the high- 
est testimonials from eminent men as to 
character and qualifications.’ He was 19 vears 
of age then, and had just gradu- 
ated at Washington (Pa.) College. There 
was in connection with the institute a 
female college, which was moved to Millers- 
burg when the institute was moved to Blue 
Lick Springs, whence it went to Drenon Springs. 
I bad interviews with leading men in George- 
town—Capt. Barlow, Judge Stephenson, Dr. 
Stephen C. Gano, and others—and they all 
agreed in saying that when Mr. Blaine came 
there he was of fine appearance, cultivated in 
manner, and a smooth, easy talker. He was 
very popular among the young men who 
attended the school and the young people of 
the town, At the time he taught in the 
institute Miss Caroline, Miss Sarah and 
Miss Harriet Stanwood were teach- 
ers in .the femate college. An old 
lady with whom I talked gave me glowing ac- 
counts of them. They were accomplished 
women, Miss Harriet, now Mrs. Slaine, being 
the brightest. Mr. Blaine and Miss Harriet 
came from the sume section of the country, and 
seemed to be fond of each other, although the 
old lady remembered no marked attention on 
his part. As to the scandal, no one in George- 
town knew anything derogatory to Mr. Biaine, 
and I wasinformed by prominent journalists 
that there were no facts to be gotten at Millers- 
burg. The only criticism I heard upon the 
conduct of the young couple was that 
they were in the habit f taking 
long moonlight walks within the limits 
of the town, which I need only say is old-fash- 
fjoned and contains now about 1,900 people. 
Although the Democratic attack on Mr. Blaine's 
character was on every tongue, nd one could 
substantiate it, and many declared their utter 
disbelief init. The entire press of the State 
indorses the position of the Counter Journal,. 
that Mr. Biaine bas the sympathy ahd support 
of every true Kentuckian in his war upon the 
Indianapolis Sentinel. To show bow false ru- 
mor is, 1 was shown the room in Mr. Blaine’s 
boarding-house where ‘he was married,“ and 
though I told my guide—a womaa—that the 
ceremony was performed in Pittsburg, 
she wouldn't permit me to rob 
the house of its associations.“ After a eare- 
ful investiganon—and | saw many the prom-

DEVOY DEFENDS MR. BLAINE. 
HIS COURSE IN THE M SWEENEY CASE INDORS- 
ED-—A COMPREHENSIVE EXPLANATION. 

Tom Hendricks and Dan Voorhees are wont 
to lament oftenest, most bitterly, and with the 
greatest wealth of indignation’ over the fate 
of McSweeney and couple his case with that of 
Mr. Joseph B. Walsh, another returned lrish- 
man who now holds office in Ireland, and whose 
release from prison where he was held under 
the Coercion act Mr. Blaine actually secured on 
the ground that he was an American citizen. 
Waish was like McSweeney an officeholder at 
the time. 

Walsh and McSweeney,”’ Mr. John Devoy 
says in the Irish Nation this week, after be- 
coming naturalized Americans, left this coun- 
try and took up their permanent residence in 
Ireland. Mr. Walsh, at the time of his arrest, 
was a Town Commissioner and Poor Law 
Guardian, and Mr. McSweeney also beid the 
last named elective office. They both thus 
availed themselves of the privileges of British 
subjects, and were, strictly speaking, only Am- 
ericans in a technical sense. Both took part 
in the Land League agitation, and both were 
regarded by the English Goverument ia Ireland 
as formidable antagonists. When the passage 
of the Coercion act gave Mr. Forster the right 
to reasonably suspect all his political op- 
ponent of any crime he pleased. Messrs. 
McSweeney and Walsh were among the eurliest 
persons on whom he deemed it judicious to di- 
rect his suspicion. 

„What now was James G. Biaine’s duty when 
application tor protection was made to him by 
the prisoners as American citizens? They had 
been treated as if they were British subjects— 


+ no better and no worse—and in strict accord- 


ance with a law made by the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom. The view Mr. Biaine took of 
the matter was that, as naturalized Americans, 
they were entitled tu better treatment than 
British subjects—namely: to release or speedy 
trial, That there may be no mistake about 
this we must make a rather lengthy extract 
from Mr. Blaine’s letter to Mr. Lowell, dated 
June 2, 1881—a letter in which be reiterated in- 
structions given fragmeatarily in several pre- 
vious communications. 

Whatever the necessity may bein the estimation 
of her Mujesty’s Gove: nment for the existence and 
enforcement in Ireland of the exceptionul legisia- 
tive measures recently enacted in respect 
that country, this Government cannot view wit 
unconcern the application of the summary proceed- 
ings attendant upon the execution of these meas- 
ures LO nuturultzed citizens of the United States of 
Irish origin, whose business relations may render 
necessary their presence in Ireland or any other 
part of the United Kingdom, or whose. filial in- 
stincts and love of kindred may have prompted 
them to visit their native country. 

“If American citizens while witbin British juris- 
diction offend aguinst British laws the Government 
will not seek to shield them from the legal conse- 


quences of their acts, but it must insist on the 


application to their cases of those common princi- 
pies of criminal jurisprudence which in the United 
tates secure to every man who offends against its 
laws, whether he be an American citizen or a for- 
eign subject, those incidents toa criminal prose- 
cution which afford the best safeguard to personal 
liberty and the strongest protection against oppres- 
sion under the forms of law, which might otherwise 
be practiced through excessive seul. 

“That an accused person shal) immediately upon 
arrest be informed of the specific crime or offense 
upon which he is heid, and that he shal) be afforded 
an opportunity for a speedy trial before an impar- 
tia! court and jury, are essential to every criminal 
prosecution, necessary alike to the protection of 
innocence and the ascertainment of guilt. 

“The letter from which the preceding ex- 
tract is made had reference to the case of Mr. 
J. B. Walsh, and in it Mr. Blaine instructed 
Mr. Lowell to inquire into that gentiemay's 
case with the aid of the Consul at Dubin, and 
act in it on the priméiples enunciated, Ewen 
Lowell was stirred te activity by Mr. Biajne’s 
vigorous expression of views. He applied to 
Earl Granville for a-copy of the warrant issued 
against Mr. Walsh and particulars of the 
charge against him, and aiso for particulars of 
the charge under which Mr. McSweeney had 
been lodged in Dundalk Jail. A copy of the 


war rant was furnished by the British Foren 
Minister in a letter in which be rather curtly 
refused to recognize ‘any distinction between 
the liability of foreigners and British subjects 
in respect of unlawful acts committed within 
the limits of British jurisdiction,’ and referred 
to a specific recugnition of the position claimed 
by United States Minister Bancroft in 1848. No 
notice was taken about the request for particu- 
lars, and Mr. Lowell wrote again, asking for ‘a 
statement of the dates, places, and other de- 
tails of the specific acts said to have been com- 
mitted.’ Lor ‘ranville’s answer, dated July 8, 
1881, was as f. .ows: 

“I beg leave to remind you that in the letter 
which I had the honor to address to you the 28th 
ultimo, it was pointed out that her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment consider that no distinction can be made in 
these circumstances between foreigners and British 
subjects, and that, in the case of the latter, the 
only information given is that contained in the war- 
rant. 1 regret, therefore, that 1 am not in a posi- 
tion to supply you with further details, etc. 

“There can be no doubt.“ Mr. Devoy. goes 
on to say, that at the time Mr. Blaine laid 
down the principles quoted above for Mr. Low- 
ell’s guidance be fully contemplated asserting 
the rights he claimed for American citizens ar- 
rested under the Coercion act. He must have 
foreseen Granville's non possumus, and made 
mental pr@vision forovercoming it. But, at the 
time the controversy had reached this stage, 
President Garfield was shot. and the hands of 
the Secretary of State were paralyzed for 
such action as that called for by the state of 
the negotiations. During the long months 
the President lingerea on his bed of pain 
it was impossible to consult him on public 
affairs. Instead of being virtually President 
of the United States,’ James G. Biaine was an 
exceptionally powerless and hampered Premier, 
unable to enter on any course of action for 
which be had not previously received authority. 
How uncertaia the members ot the Govern- 
ment were as tothe situation created by the 
state of President Garfield appears clearly 
from the first message of President Arthur, in 
which he requested Congress to define the in- 
tendment of the Constitution in ite specifica- 
tion of ‘inability to discharge the powers and 
duties’ of the Presidential office. To press 
Earl Granville further witbout being able to 
follow up words with acts would only have 
placed tne United States in a ridiculous and 
humultating position, besides creating undesir- 
able precedents.. With the English Foreign 
Minister's distinct refusal to give particulars of 
the charges agairst Mr. Walsh, the correspond- 
ence had to come to a close until the repre- 
sentative of the United States sbovld be free 
to urge the claims of his countrymen in effect- 
ive form. Not until President Garfield died 
were the necessary conditions of further ac- 
tion realized, and then Mr. Blaine's tenancy of 
the State Department terminated.”

THE STRIKING MINERS. 
Gov. Hoadly Inspecting the Condi- 


tion of Affairs at Ohlo Min- 
: ing Oentres. 


Much Adverse Criticism of the Govern- 
or’s Action Because of Its Po- 
litical Flavor. 


No New Outbreaks Reported—Overators 
Purchasing War Material- The Situ- 
ation in Pennsylvania. 


Cotumsus, O., Sept. 1.—[Special.} — Gov. 
Hoadly acted promptly in ordering out the 
troops on receipt of the telegram from Sheriff 
McCarthy asking for aid last night, but this act 
was entirely eclipsed by the subsequent pro- 
ceedings, in that be bimseif determined to go 
down the valley and inspect the condition of 
affuirs. The latter movement, it is said, is due 
to the interference of an alleged Democratic 
stategman dy the name of Omyers, who 
said that if the troops were sent 
down the valley it would cost the 
Democratic party about 10,000 votes in 
the State. Much adverse criticiem is made 
on the Governor’s action in thus allowing 
himself to be dictated to, and changing his 
course after the riot alarm had been sounded 
and the troops nearly all assembled at their 
respective headquarters. People cannot see 
the necessity of calling the men out at that hour 
ot the night and throwing the whole city into 
a state of confusion and excitement by sound- 
ing the alarm, if their services in quelling the 
riot were not needed; and, if there 
was sufficieit cause to call them out, 
why. they were not. sent to the point 
of trouble, instead of being quartered in 
this city, a considerable distance from the 
riotous district. Again, it is argued that it 
would only be justice to the officers and men 
of the National Guard to send them into the 
mines in daylight, so they could get the lay of 
the land and not be placed at the disadvantage 
of having to go into the hills at night to quell 
a riot in which men are engaged that are per- 
fectiy tamiliar with every foot of territory. 

THE GOVERNOR AT LOGAN. 

Tt was nearly 3 o'clock this morning When 
Gov. Hoadly, accompanied by his private sec- 
retary, lett for the scene of hostilities in the 
vailey. The Governor arrived at Logan about 
4 o'clock, where he was met by the Sheriff, 


who said the situation was critica! and that he 


was in need of militia to protect the jail. He 
was informed that a company was on its way 
to pratect the property of the county, but the 
military must not be sent into the Valley until 
ordered to do so by the Governor. The Gov- 
ernor asked the Sheriff if it would be difficult 
for him to talk to the miners, to which Mr. Mc- 
Carthy replied that it would; that, should the 
Governor make a trip through the mines today, 


| he would probably not meet more than three 
or four miners in any one lovality; that they 


would Le quiet in their appearance and as 
meek as lambs, where in the night time be 


would meet thousands appearing and acting 


like wild men. 


THES TRIP THOUGH THE DISAFFECTED DIs- 
| : TRICT. 

After the Governor had rested for five hours 
he left Logan for a trip to the principal mining 
towns. Before leaving he telegraphed to all 
points that he wanted to meet the prominent 
miners and hear their. side of the story. At 
all the stations a large number of 
miners were out to meet the train, and at New 
Straitsvillie about 500 had congregated. The 
greatest interest prevailed, and the Governor 
began holding private consultations with rep- 
resentative miuers. The President of this dis- 
trict and others who were questioned deny 
stoutly that there is any necessity for the mili- 
tia at that point, and claim to know nothing 
about the burning of the bopper at Mine No. 7, 
a short distance from here. They have a 
theory that the guards became dissatisfied with 
the wages they were getting and set fire to the 
bopper themselves. The Governor tells them that 
he doesn't want to be forced to order the mili- 
tary on the ground, and is exacting promises 
chat the miners will do all in their power to uid 
the civil authorities. If he should conclude, 
however, atter visiting all points, that the mi- 
itary is required, he says he will have to give 
orders to that effect. 


ANOTHER ATTACK EXPECTED. 


Col. Churchill of the Ohio Coal & Iron Com- 
pany said they bad information from the valley 
this evening to the effect that an attack was 
contemplated on oue of their mines tonight, but 
was himself inclined to discredit it. The 
guards, be said, would be prepared to repulse 
any effort on the part of the rioters, and if the 
attack was made at the point indicated it would 
be met with such force as to have a wholesome 
effect on those ergaged in the disturbance. 

At the Ohio Coal Exchange the situation is 
regarded as critical in the extreme. Officials 
of the exchange believe that the whole valley 
is in such a state of excitement at this time 
that, should the riot be “started Again to- 
night, in the absence of the military, serious 
results would follow. It was stated that their 
miners and guards are both on the polnt of de- 
sertion, and have only been induced to remajn 
by promises of aid from the State. As this has 
not been done it is feared the guards will de- 
sert. 

The purchase of arms and ammunition was 
continued during the day by officers of the syn- 
dicate and exchange, and about all the arms in 
the city that could be obtained have been sent 
down the valley. A number of the operators 
went down in the afternoon, all of whom were 
lugging grips and packages filled with war 
equipments. 

GOV. HOADLY’S RETURN TO COLUMBUS—RUMOR 
OF RENEWAL OF HOSTILITIES. 


Gov. Hoadly arrived here at 10:30 tonight 
and reports that everything was quiet when he 
left the valley. The three companies of militia 
in the valley were stationed as follows: Snake 
Hollow, where the guard Hare was killed; 
Longstreth; and Snake Holiow and vicinity. 
After having a consultation with the officers of 
the Fourteenth Regiment and the companies 
composing the same, the Governor concluded 
to dismiss them until 1 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon, at which time he will detail three com- 
panies to act as a relief to those already in tne 
valley. While the Conference was in session a 
report was received that the guards at Long- 
streth had been fired upon, but diligent inquiry 
failed to find a confirmation to the same. 

The Governor states that the situation is a 
perplexing one, and is of a threatening charac- 
ter. He thinks, with the men in their present 
temper, it will be some time before the strug- 
% is over unless the operators should deter 
mine to make some concessions, He made the 
personal visit to the mines with the hope that 
the situation would prove to be such that 
there would be no necessity of sending 
trvops. In this, however, be was disappointed. 
On the way to Columbus the Governor had a 
request for two more companies at Long- 
stretch, two at Murray City, and two to guard 
the property of the Hocking Vally Road and 
its bridges in the vailey. He, however, refused 
tosend more troops tonight. 

AN INTERESTING OCCASION. 


At Nelsonville there were between 600 and 
700 miners present to meet the Governor. They 
had carriages and a band to escort the Gov- 
ernor to the public square for the purpose of 
making a speech. They had appointed a com- 
mittee earlier in the day to ask a number of 
questions as the Governor d. and they 
made it quite interesting. appeal of 
the Governor was for the observance of or- 
der and the importance of their doing their 
part in this regard. It was at this point that 
be ordered troops to the points named, and 
the miners were not very well pleased over this 
move, as they had supposed the Governor 
would not make such a move unless be was 
forced to do so. In reply to the demands 
of the Sheriff for men he specially stipulates that 
they shall be used only tor the purpose of pro- 
tecting life and pro y. This is thought to 
indicate that they will not be allowed to remain 
as a mere guard for the coal aud railroad com- 
panies.

A CONSUL’S RIGHTS. 


The Pittsburg Chief of Police Attempts to 
Enforce an Ordinance and Stirs 
Up a Hornet’s Nest. 


PirTssurG, Pa., Sept. 1—The attempt of 
Chief-of-Police Braun some time ago to com- 
pel the Austro-Hungarian Consul, Schambersg, 
stationed in this city, to take down the Austrian 
flag because he regarded it asa violation of 
the municipal ordinance prohibiting street ob- 
structions, has been taken cognizance of by 
the Austrian Government and the State De- 
partment oi the United States, as the follow- 
ing correspondence will show:

Aug. 28, 1884.—His Excellency, Robert E. Patt i- 
son, Governor of Pennsylvania—Sir: aron 
Schaeffer, Minister of Austria-Hungary at this 
Capital, recently brought to the attention of 
this department the fact that on a recent cere- 
mopial occasion—that of the anniversary of 
the birthday of his Majesty the Emperor of 
Austria and King of Hungary—when the Aus- 
tria-Hungarian Consul of Piitsburg dis- 
played a flag of that nation in front of 
his Consulate be was peremptorily 
ordered by the Chief of Police to 
take it down, it being displayed in violation of 
a municipal ordinance which prohibited the 
hanging out of swinging siguaia us street ob- 
structions. Mr. Schamberg. the Consul in 
question, refused to remove the flag, ciniming 
ve bad the right so to hoist it in pursuance of 
existing treaty stipulations between the United 
States and Austria-Hungary. In an interview 
between Baron Schaeffer and Mr. John Davis, 
Assistant Secretary of State. it was suggested 
that Mr. Brown, Chief of Police of Pitts- 
burg, might have acted in ignorance of 
the Consul’s rights under the treaty 
and the Baron having received a report that 
the flag had remained untouched all day 
seemed disposed to adopt that charitable view 
and allow the matter to drop without turther 
notice. Baron Schaeffer, in a note to me of 
the 23d inst., states that the Chief of Police 
has pursued the matter so far as to sue the 
the Consul for disobeying his orders. and bas 
asked for Mr. Schomberg’s arrest, and under 
these circumstances invokes the interference 
of tne department. The fourteenth articie 
of the Consular Convention of July, 1870. be- 
tween the United States and Austria-Hungary 
provides that: ** Consuls-General, Vice Consuls, 
and Consular Agents shall be at liberty to 
piace over the chief entrance of their re- 
spective offices the arms of their nation, with 
the inscription, ‘Consulate General,’ *Con- 
sulate,’ Viee Consulate,” or Consular 
Agency,’ as may be. They shall be 
at liberty to hoist their flag on 
board a vessel employed by them in port for 
the discharge of their duty.“ It is unnecessa- 
ry to observe to your ExceWency that under the 


Constitution of the United States the treaty in 


question is part of the supreme law of the 
land, has the same force and effect as a statute 
ofthe United States, and is to be respected and 
obeyed in the same manner, any State law or 
municipal ordinance to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 1 have the honor, there- 
tore, to request that your Excel- 
lency will bring the suoject of these 
suggestions to the early attention of the supe- 
rior authority of the City of Pittsburg, advis- 
ing sueh functionary |presumably the Mayor] 
that any proceedings which may have been in- 
stituted by the Chief of Police against the 
Consul shall be at once dismissed without any 
charge to that gentieman, ana at the same time 
that a courteous and fitting explanation be 
made to him. American Consuls bave pre- 
cisely the same rights in Austria-Hungary as 
are claimed by M. Schamberg in this instance, 
and I bave no doubt but that you will cvincide 
with mein the sentiment that international 
courtesy no less than treaty obligations de- 
mands that these rights should be respected by 
all local authorities in the United States. I 
will thank you to make known to me the re- 
sult of such action us you may deem it proper 
to take in the matter.

Grave Charges Against the Minois 
Commissioners Reiterated— 
Mr. Brainard’s Reply. 


A Circular from Commissioner Fink De- 


claring Regular Tariff Rates on 
Cattle and Dressed Beef,

Transcontinental Association at Saratoga 
Changes in Michigan Central and 
Chicago & Atlantic. 


Serious Allegations Against the Rat- 
road Commissioners of This State— 
Their Side. : 

KANKAKgEE, III., Aug. 28.— Editor of The 
Tribune.|—It is very apparent that Commis- 
sioner Brainard, Vy reason of being engrossed 
in his official business, has forgotten some 
material matters connected with the charge 
preferred against the IInnois Central Railroad 
in what is known as the Kankakee-Mattoon 
case or else your reporter bas done him a great 
injustice In your issue of the 27th. Mr. Brainard 
cannot fail to remember that I laid a complaint 
before the Commissioners in April last that 
this road was charging Kankakee merchants 16 
cents fora haul from Chicago to Kankakee, 
a distance of fifty-six miles, while it was per 
forming the same service for the Mattoon 
merchants for 10 cents, being a haul of 172 
miles. He cannot fai! to remember that he 
went to Mattoon and by the railroad books 
established the 10-cent rate there. He can 
hardly fail to remember that the railroad's 
President and Traffic Manager, and their attor- 
ney, State Senator Clark, came with him and 
his associates to Kankakee in the President's 
car, with the President's cook, and that they 
were the guests of the railroad—boarded and 
slept in the President's car while officially en- 


gaged in investigating a charge preferred 
against the railroad. He cannot fail to remem- 
ber that he put thé. agent at Kankakee under 
oath and that a large number of violations of 
the law were proven to him, aggreguting at 
Kankakee alone 300 clear cases; and 
Mr. Tucker at that same time was made to tes- 
tify that the same unlawful charges were made 
at very station between Kankakee and Mat- 
toon, the sum charged being greater as Mat- 
toon Station was approached. These violations 
number over 1,000. He must know that the 
Attorney-General has sued for only $100,000 
penalties. He must know, for I have twice 
written the board of the fact, that this road 
bas been twice fined for making unjust discrim- 
ination—the Douglas County case and the case 
in Alexander County—and that the least pen- 
alty that can now be imposed by law for each 
violation is $25,000. Uader this suit not more 
than four offenses can be punished. In an- 
swer to my letter of Aug. 7 the Commissioner 
wrote that the commission decided ** to prose- 
cute one suit founded upon your complaint 
against the Illinois Central Raflroad for unjust 
discriminations in shipments of fourth class 
freight from Chicago in favor of Mattoon.“ 

What my clients and the public want to know 
is why the law is to be enforced ju only. one 
(or at the most four) cases for vioiation of the 
law ut Kankakee; and why this railroad, which 
bas ever stood iu open defiance of the Kailroad 
law, is to be let off tor its other violations at 
Kankakee, and at Paxton, Gilman, and each 
and every station downgto Mattoon. If it 
was some person selling beer in viola- 
tion of law or some poor devil 
who stole bread to feed his family 
there would be no trouble in having the law 
enforced. The people intend that our Rail- 
road law ehuall be enforced. Your reporter 
makes Mr. Brainard say that the Commis- 
sioners have betore them only three expense 
bills of discrimination at Kankakee, and that 
no proof has been adduced before them that 
the lilinois) Central Railroad has violated any 
laws since the commencement of the suit.” 
In error again. The complaint was made in 
April. The Commissioners ordered suit in 
May. Aug. 4 1 gave the Commissioners four 
freight bills showing what I claimed to be vio- 
lations of law, made in June and July, long 
alter the Kankakee-Mattoon complaint was de- 
cided. One of these bills was returned to me 
by the commission Aug. 7, the Commissioners 
having decided it was within the law. The 
other three were retained and the Commission- 
ers, by the Hon. E. C. Lewis, write me: The 
Commissioners assure you that new sults will 
be brought for any discriminations of like 
character occuring subsequent to the decision 
of the Commissioners in the case complained of 
by you [meaning the Martoon cases]. It was 
the understanding of the writer at the last in- 
terview held with you at Chicago that you 
heid evidence of sufficient continued and con- 
tinuing violation ot the law by the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company.“ This letter refers to 
the three ftreight-bilis furnished the Commis- 
sioners Aug. 4. 

Mr. Brainard, if correctly reported, would 
lead the public to believe that these three vio- 
lations occurred before the decision made in 
the Kankakee-Mattoon cases. 

Ex-Commissioner Hogue says, through your 
reporter, that no one connected with the III. 
nois Central Railroad, or any other road. bad 
anything to do with his dissenting opinion in 
the Centralia Nail Manufacturing case, or ever 
saw the paper untjl it was submitted to his as- 
sociates. Upon the authority of the Hon. 
William M. Smith, Chairman of the commission, 
have stated and now state that this dissent- 
ing opinion was in the handwriting of a well- 
known attorney who was prosecuting the rail- 
roud company. Mr. Smith is favorably known 
to the people of Illinois as a capable officer who 
neither ieared the railroad interests in the 
State nor was cajoled by them. Mr. Boue's 
memory can be refreshed on this matter by di- 
recting a letter of inquiry to Mr. Smith at Lex- 
ington, McLean County, Ill. Messrs. Smith and 
Robinson decided that tho road could not make 
less rates for larger shipments, and a similar 
ruling was made in the Jacksonville coal-pool 
case. What the public is interested in know- 
ing is not whether a railroad lawyer wrote Mr.’ 
Bogue's decision, but what has become of the 
majority decision in each of these cases. Un- 
der date of Aug. 5 the Hon. W. M. Smith writes 
that the question of less rates for large ship- 
ments on railroads in this State was decided by 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners on 
the petition of the Centralia Nail Manufastur- 
ing Company some time, I think, in the fall of 
1881. The Commissioners decided that a less 
rate on 100 or 1,000 cars of nails than on one or 
ten cars would be an unjust distrimiuation 
under the law, Mr. Bogue dissenting, and if 
it (this decision) is not on file in the 
office, then there has been some unjust 
discrimination in the office of the Kailroad and 
Warehouse Commission, or very great careles- 
ness on the part of some one.“ He then re- 
fers to a like decision in the Jackson coul-pool 
case, and adds: You will surely find this case, 
as we held a meeting of the board, and took 
evidence, whieh is on file in the office.’’ The 
Commissivners say these decisions cannot be 
found. 

In the Kankakee Coal-Company case the 
Commissiéners held the road was violating the 
law, but refused to prosecute, assigning, among 
Others, the following reason April II. 1881: 
There are two objections to prosecutions for 
penalties for unjust discriminations growing 
out of that contract. One objection is that 
previous: Commissioners of this State have 
given opinions recognizing a low rate ground- 
ed on large shipments. The railroad, having 
that much authority for the course pursued, 
could resist an action for penaltjes.“ Now, 
this opinion referred to was an old one made 
by one of: the earliest commissions, and had 
twice been expressly overruled. If these lat- 
ter aecisions had been in the Commissioners’ 
office, where they should be found, they would 
have guided the action of the Commissioners, 
and the railroad could not have been screened 
by this antiquated decision. I think the fact 
that these decisions bave been taken from the 
files of the Commissioners should not sereen 
the railroad, for the records of the office are 
public property, like the decisions of our 
courts, and the railroad was bound to take no- 
tice of them. 

The public demauds the enforcement of the 
law against railroad corporations precisely as 
agaiust individuals. The law confers ample 
power on the Commissioners. Money is placed 
at their disposal to defray the expenses. The 
people have long suffered under the watered- 
stock system and extortionate charges to pay 
dividends on the water; and it is not to he 
wondered that they view with alarm the lax 
enforcement of the laws against these power- 
ful corporations. STEPHEN R. MOORE.

Springfield, Georwe M. Bogue had stated in bis 
last interview that they did not file any. The 
Commissioners and their secretary had gone 
through the books a iong time ago, and coulda 
find on file no record of the alleged decision of 
Smith and Robinson in the Centralia Nail case. 
The trouble with Moore was that he wanted to 
be the commission himself, and now wished to 
try the case in the newspapers, but the Com- 


missioners declined to contest the cases in that 
arena. 


he Reduced Rates on Cattle and 

Dressed Beef Made the Regular Tar- 

iff Rates, 

When the railroads here first reduced the 
rates On east-bound live stock and dressed beef 
it was not the intention of Commissioner Fink 
to make that rate the tariff rate, but allow the 


roads to act upon the matter as 
they deemed best until such time as 
they could come together and take some 
definit action. As all the roads leading cast 
from here have reduced the rates, however, to 
the 20-cent basis on live stock and a 32-cent 
basis on dressed beef, and most of the roads 
have issued tariffe in accordance with those 
figures, Commissioner Fink seems to have 
come to the conclusion that it would be better 
to make that rate an open one for ali the lines, 
and thus prevent a still further demoralization. 
The following circular from Commissioner Fink 
was received here yesterday: The New York, 
Lake Erie & Western Railroad Company having 
given notice that it has authorized its connec- 
tions to bill cattie on the basis of 20 cents 
per 100 pounds and dressed beef on 
the basis of 32 cents per 100 pounds, 
Chicago to New York, and information having 
been received that the Chicago & Grand Trunk 
Railway Company has taken similar action on 
the ground that the present tariff is not main- 
tained, and thet the current rates are on the 
above basis, N has been agreed by the Standing 
Committee that the pubiisbed tariff rates shall 
be reduced to the same basis. In accordance 
with the foregoing, notice is hereby given that, 
taking effect immediately, the tariff rates on 
these classes of freight will be on the following 
basis: Chicago to New York, cattle 20 cents per 
100 n dressed-beef, 32 cents per 100 
pounds.

The Transcontinental Meeting at 
Saratoga Today Certain to Prove a 
Fizzle. 

The officials of the various transcontinental 
roads who have passed through this city dur- 
ing the last few days to attend the meeting of 
the Transcontinental Association in Saratoga 
today are all of the opinion that the mecting 
will end in smoke. The object of the meeting 
is to consider the notices of withdrawal from 
the association by the Atlantic & Pacific and 
the Texas & Pacific Railways, and to see what 
can be Gone to prevent a disruption of the as- 
sociation. When those notices were first 
given—about a month ago—it was believed 
to be due to the dissatisfaction of those 
roads on account of the diversion of business 
by the Southern Pacific via New Orleans. But 
since then President Strong of the Santa Fé 
has defined his position in an interview pub- 
lished in Tue Tripune a few days ago. Mr. 
Strong says the diversion of business had noth- 
ing to do with the action of his company, but 
that it decided to withdraw from the associa- 
tion because of its dissatisfaction with the tri- 
partite agreement, which requires the Unioa 
Pacific’s allies to give all their through busi- 
ness to the Union Pacific, although some of 
them had as good connections with the Santa 
Fé at Atchison and Kansas City, and also 
because the tripartite agreement allowed the 
Union Pacific's Eastern allies to make through 
rates on west-bound business, which prevents 
the carrying out of agreements for the main- 
tenance of rates between the roads west of 
the Missouri River. Accordingly, Mr. Strong 
has instructed Traffic-Manager Goddard, who 
attends the Saratoga meeting, to refuse tq en- 
ter into an arrangement that would prevent 
the Santa Fé from competing with the Union 
Pacific on even terms for California through 
traffic. Such being the case, it is not at all 
probable that anything can be done 
at Saratoga revarding the continu- 
ance of the Transcontinental Association. 
Before any agreements for the maintenance 
of Calorado, Utah. or California rates cau be 
made, it will be necessary to have the status 
of the tripartite combination regarding that 
business defined. To make the formation of 
pools or tram agreements on Colorado, Utah, 
or California business possible it will be neces- 
sary for the tripartite roads to abandon their 
agreement so far as it refers to the sabove- 
mentioned business. But there is but little 
prospect that this can be done, because the 
Union Patific refuses to release its allles from 
the stipulation which requires them to give it 
ail their through business, and souong as the 
Union Patific insists upon that its allies refuse 
to cede their richt to make the through rates 
via the Union Pacific. |

A Decision Reg arding Steam Registers 
of Importance to Vesselmen. 
Wasuinctos, D. C., Sept. 1.—[Special.}— 
The Treasury has made a decision of great im- 
portance to steamboat-owners on the Western 
lakes and rivers. The Revised Statutes of the 
United States provide that local inspectors of 
steamers shall satisfy themselves chat to in- 
dicate the pressure of steam suitable steam 
registers that will céfrectly record each excess 
of steam carried above the prescribed point 
and the highegt point attained" are attached 
to the boilers of each steamer, which must be 
taken wholly for the control of all persons 
engaged in navigating the steamer, and 
secured by the inspectors, They also 
provide that no kind of instrument, machine, 
or equipment for the better security of life 
shall be used on any vessel which shall not 
first be approved by the Board of Supervising 
Inspectors and also by the. Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Edison Recording and Alarm 
Gage Company made application to the Board 
of Supervisimg Inspectors to approve the Edi- 
son recording and alarm gage so that the 
local inspectors might require its use before 
granting the necessary certificates oi lnspec- 
tion to steamers, This the board declined to 
do. Thereupon the company complained of 
this action to the Secretary of the Trens 
ury, who referred it to the Solicitor 
of the Treasury for examination and report. 
This officer bas made an exhaustive examina- 
tion, the Edison Company being represented 
before bim by Jeff Chandler. Esq., and be fully 
concurs in the action of the Board of Super- 
vising Inspectors, holding. in substance, that 
said gage cannot be put in charge of any 1 
son employed on the steamer, neither officer 
nor subordinate; that all such persons must, 
under decisions of the courts, be held to be 
persons engaged in navigating the ves- 
sel and therefore incompetent; that the 
gage must be of such a character as 
to be secured by the local inspector— 
that is, locked or sealed so that it cannot be 
tampered with by any unauthorized 
and should therefore be substantially automat- 
ic, which this gaye is not, and in the event the 
Secretary of the Treasury should difagree with 
the board he has no power to control their dis- 
cretion, their approval being a condition prece- 
dent to bis action thereon. This gage now sells 
for $100. It will he readily seen that if the Ed- 
ison Company can compel its use by steamers 
it will be vastly to its advantage. Whether 
it would be of any practical use is problemat- 
ical. As there is so much ihvolved it is not 
likely the Edison Company will allow the mat- 
ter to rest. but will endeavor to have tho opin- 
ion of the Solicitor reversed by the Attorney- 
General. 


Interesting Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Statistics. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 1.—Prof. J. KR. 
Dodge, Statistician of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, has issued a small book upon the indus 
trial economy of the United States, which pre- 
sehts some striking results of his investiga- 
tion of the manufacturing and agricultural 
production of the country for twenty years. 
Within that period, owing to labor-saving ma- 
chinery, agriculture has more than doublea 
its production, with a smaller proportion of 
farm labor, end now threatens a giut in iarm 
products unless this proportion sball be farther 
reauced. The question of outlet to foreign 
markets is discussed, and the fact shown that 
the surplus of food products merely pays for hin- 
ported teod and veverages, and that trade can- 
not be extended without a ruinous reduction in 
price. The distribution of labor in occupations 
in this and other countries is shown, with refer- 
ence to comparative thrift and progress. It is 
found invariably that inequality of dis 
tribution of industries ‘retards devolopment; 
that exclusively agricultural nations are al- 
ways poor. The phenomenal progress of 
„ the Central West is presented in deductions 
from the statistics showing that balf the culti- 
vated area of the United States lies ina fourth 
of its territory, produging more than three- 
fourths of some of the principal crops. The 
fact is shown that the Ohio Valley is the most 
fully occupied body of land, Ohio having 94 per 
cent of ber surface in farms; Indiana, 88.9; I 
Uuols, 88.4; Kentucky, 84; and no other State 
as much, It is shown that already threc-tenths 
of the manufactures of the United States are 
produced within “ the Central West. in less 
than three-tenths of the area of the country 
within a half century from its settlement. 


THE EXPOSITION. 


This Year’s Exhibition Promises to be 
Ahead of All Former Ones. : 

The twelfth annual exhibition of the Inter- 
State Industrial Exposition of Chicago opens 
Wednesday evening at the Exhibition Buildings 
on Michigan avenue. Secretary Reynolds yes- 
terday said that they were further advanced. 
this year than they bave been any year pre- 
vious at this stage of the arrangements, and 
everything will be in much better shape than 
beretofore. The workmen began preparing 
the building for tbe exposition only three week 
ago, but in that short time a great change 
has taken place. In the first place 
all the exposed woodwork of the buiiding 
has been painted in vartous colors with 9» 
fire-proof paint. Then a une large passenger 1 
elevator, with a lifting capacity of forty po- 
ple, has been built at the south end of the 
building..

There will also be five bnckmak- 

ing machines at work. A jeweiry firm intro- 

duces a novelty in the shape of the cutting of 
diamonda and other gems. 

Another point will be the increased number 
of electric-light machines. The art gallery will 
be an improvement oa last year, as all the 
pictures will be new and the stafuary will also 
be more varied. A number of Chicago's critics 
were on hand last night to inspect the gallery 
and see that the pictures are well laid out so 
as to bring out the proper effect. All the space 
up aud down the building is taken, and this 
year’s exhibit will be the largest ever made, 
Caretul and thorough arrangements have been 
made to guard against fire, and an ampie police 
force will be on duty day and The 
music will be turnished by s Band 
of thirty-one pieces. The entrunce fee is 
same as in previous years. |

FOR ILLINOIS PROGIBITIONISTS. 

Nothing is to be gained by addressing 
words of reason to the managing men of the 
prohibition movement. They adhere to it 
for private purposes—some of them for the 
enjoyment of a brief career of limited polit- 
ical command, others because they have be- 
come so much engrossed in one idea that they 
ean recognize nothing else, anda few, per- 
haps, because they make it pay. But the in- 
dividual voters who would establish prohibi- 
tion if they could have their way ought to be 
able to take a candid and intelligent view of 
the situation and study it to that end, An 
honest investigation will convince every such 
voter that a vote for St. John is in effect a 
vote for Cleveland and a vote for Hobbs in 
this State is a vote for Carter Harrison, It 
should be a question, then, with every man 
who is importuned to yote for St. John 
whether he really wants his vote to go to the 
credit ot Cleveland and whether he desires 
to vote for Harrison for Governor by nom- 
inally voting for Hobbs. 

Having proceeded as far as that—and we 
assume that every Prohibitionist will reach 
that conelusion if he thinks of the matter 
seriously—the next question for him to de- 
termine is whether, in this State for in- 
stance, the cause to which he is attached 
will be advanced by the election of Harri- 
son. 

Are the men who are in favor of prohibi- 
tion in this State anxious to repeal all the re- 
strictive legislation now on the statute-books? 
Do they want the law repealed—a law passed 
many years ago by Republican and Demo- 
cratic votes—which enables every city and 
village to establish prohibition for itself? Do 
they want the law repealed which prohibits 
and punishes the sale of liquor to drunkards 
and minors? Do they want the law repealed 
whieh exacts a fee of $500 for the sale of 
liquor, adds between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000 annually to the revenues of the cities 
and towns, and has already closed several 
thousand redundant and disreputable saloons 
throughout the State? Do they want all the 
laws repealed which restrain the excesses 
and abuses of the liquor traffic? The 
election of Harrison and a majority of Dem- 
ocrats to the State Legislature will do these 
things, and if that be the desire and aim of 
the prohibition voters they can contribute 
their share by voting for Hobbs, the Board 
of Trade speculator. If, on the other hand, 
the men who believe in prohibition are hon- 
est enough to approve of such laws in behalf 
of temperance as they now have in Illinois, 
then they will vote against their own convic- 
tions and the temperance cause if they in- 
erease Harrison’s chances by casting their 
ballots for Hobbs. 

The Prohibitionist must be devoid of com- 
mon sense who imagines that any practical 
good to the cause can come of running a Pro- 
hibitionist candidate for Governor and Pro- 
hibitionist candidates for the Legislature In 
Illinois. The idea of securing two-thirds of 
the Legislature in favor of prohibition or 
electing a Governor who would recommend 
and approve such legislation is too absurd to 
warrant serious discussion. But this ab- 
surdity is increased, if possible, by the 
inevitable effect of the independent 
prohibition votes to aidin the election of a 
Democratic Governor and a Democratic Leg- 
islature, What impetus could such a result 
possibly give to the prohibition movement ? 


‘Do the Prohibitionists expect aid and com- 


fort from the Harrison crowd? Will the 
prohibition movement throughout the coun- 
try be promoted by turning over Illinois to 
the Democrats? Will anything be gained? 
And if so, What ? 

There may be many thousand sincere men 
in Illinois who would be justified by their 
earnest convictions in voting for prohibition 
if they had the Opportunity, and in striving 
for such an opportunity. But neither the 
conscience nor the intelligence of such men 
will approve a deliberate effort to elect Har- 
rison and his followers to the control of the 
State Government and to wipe out all the 
restrictive laws on the liquor traffic. Every 
Prohibitionist who is not a designing politi- 
cian working for Democratic success in this 
State should give individual thought to the 
matter and determine for himself the duty he 
owes to society and his own convictions. In 
effect he must vote for Blaine and Oglesby 
or for Cleveland and Harrison ; let him choose 
between the two tickets, instead of joining in 
a firein the rear on the Republican party 
which will bring no credit to himself and no 
advantage to his cause. 


THE ENGLISH SOUDAN EXPEDITION. 

The English Government appears to be 
making up for its long delay in going to the 
rescue of Gen. Gordon and the garrison at 
Khartoum by the vigor and promptness it is 
now displaying in fitting up the expedition 
which will leave next month in command of 
Gen. Wolseley. The Nile has reached its 
highest point, and every preparation is being 
made for the start. The expedition will con- 
sist of 3,500 infantry and 2,500 artillerymen, 
cavalry, and the naval contingent, carrying 
with them 1,000 rowing boats thirty-two 
feet long with eight feet beam and 12,000 
tons of coal for the steam launches. 

These boats are to be taken by rail and 
river to Assouan, where the first cataract is, 
550 miles south of Cairo. They will then be 
transferred to Wady-Halfa, 210 miles further 
south, where the second cataract is. The 
troops will also concentrate at this point and 
proceed by river to Dongola, 838 miles further 
south, the Mudir of which place is friendly 
to the English and has been in con- 
stant communication with Gen. Gordon. He 
has made a strong stand against the Egyp- 
tian rebels, and on two occasions recently 
has defeated them. A personal friend of 
Gordon in a recent communication te the 
London Times explains the attachment 
which exists between the two men, and says 
that both are very brave and fanatically re- 
ligious, that they are fighting at long odds 
for Governments which have deserted them, 
and that both are successful solely by reason 
of their personal influence. 

It is probable that the expedition will en- 
counter no opposition between Assouan and 
Dongola, or none that cannot be easily over- 
come. The expedition will arrive there in 
Oetober, and there the river navigation will 
cease. Between Dongola and Khartoum 
there is the choice of two roufts. From this 
point the Nile makes an immense curve to 
Berber, and still another to Khartoum, and 
although the navigation of it would be prac- 
ticable, it is so full of cataracts and shallows 
that much time would be lost which can 
be avoided by taking the other or 
Overland caravan route, a distance 
of 268 miles. This route has been selected 
upon the suggestions ot English travelers ac- 
quainted with the country, who state that 


the wells are numerous, the water good, the 
climate agreeable and healthy, the air very 
dry, and the nights cool. The friendly Mudir 
at Dongola has collected all the camels and 
men necessary for the expedition at that 
point, and the Government anticipates no 
danger to the enterprise. 

Assuming that the expedition will arrive 
safely at Khartoum and rescue Gordon and 
his brave garrison from the thousands and 
thousands of El Mahdi’s fanatics who have 
been beleaguering them and ,whom he has 
held at bay so long and so gallantly, the ques- 
tion arises, What then? The Government 
itself is silent on this point. Indeed, it has 
not given out that the expedition will go be- 
yond Dongola, waiting, perhaps, to see 
whether the presence of such a force will 
not intimidate the rebels and cause them to 
withdraw from Khartoum and thus allow 
Gordon to make his escape. There is evi- 
dently a feeling of anxiety, in England how 
the expedition will be regarded by the vari- 
ous combinations now forming in Europe. 
The London Times says: 


‘ * 

Waile the military activity displayed by the 
English Government on the Nile is accepted at 
home as a proof that Ministers have awak- 
ened to the importance of the Egyptian ques- 
tion, in Egypt and throughout Europe there is 
less eagerness in rushing at such a conclusion. 
It is deemed rash to speculate about the polivy 
of England in regard to Egyptian affairs until 
the meaning of Lord Northbrook’s, mission has 
been disclosed positively or negatively. The 
financial situation has as yet developed no 
fresh cause for alarm, though the grounds of 
anxiety which the British Government laid be- 
fore the representatives of the Powers at the 
conference have not been removed but have 
rather been aggravated by recent events. 


The Times still further concedes that if an 
emergency should arise there is no certainty 
that the Ministers of the Khedive will not 
play into the hands of those who are jealous 
of English influence. However this may be, 
England cannot do less than rescue Gordon 
at any hazard without staining that much- 
boasted quality, English honor. 

AN ORGAN IN TROUBLE. 

There seems to be trouble in the Demo- 
cratic camp at Indianapolis, There is acold- 
ness between the Democratic Central Com- 
mittee and the organ.“ The Indianapolis 
Sentinel has been in the past and is now a 
party organ” in the fullest sense of that 
term. It has supported every, candidate 
local, State, and National that the party 
has nominated. It has not only believed and 
advocated every declaration of principles 
made by the party, but has gone further 
than the average conscientious journals and 
pretended to understand them. It has per- 
sistently maintained that everything the 
Deinocratic party does is right, and that 
everything the Republican party has done or 
proposes to do is wrong; that the former is 
all purity, truth, and patriotism, and the lat- 
ter corruption, falsehood, and treason. In 
short, it has completely surrendered its own 
individuality as a public teacher afd allowed 
its party to take possession of it. 

Supposing that it was doing the will of the 
party manager it fished up from the sewers 
of the past where it had been festering for 
nearly a quarter of acentury the libel upon 
Mr. Blaine and his family. The Sentinel 
either did not know or had forgotten that 
the foul charge had been refuted and shown 
to be false and libelous by prominent Demo- 
crats, This was no worse, however, than 
some other things the Sentinel, in its devo- 
tion to party success, had said and done, but 
there happens to be trouble about it, and the 
status of that paper has become a question of 
pecuniary interest. Is it a principal or an 
agent? The Sentinel, seeing no way out of 
the trouble, claims that it is merely the agent 
of the Democratic party, and that according 
to the maxim Qui factt per alium facit per se, 


the party has libeled Mr. Blaine, and should 


be the real if not the nomifal defendant in 
the case. It is, therefore, insisting that the 
Democratic Central Committee shall, if noth- 
ing more, appear as its next friend,” and 
be responsible for costs and attorneys’ fees. 
The committee refuses, and the Sentinel de- 
nounees the refusal as ‘‘cowardly and un- 
worthy.” 

THe TRIBUNE is nod an organ, and there- 


fore cannot tender sympathy to the Sentinel’ 


in its hour of trouble. It is not a lawyer, 
and cannot volunteer legal advice. It can, 
however, congratulate the Sentinel that for 
once its views are in accord with those of the 
people at large. Public opinion now holds 
and will continue to hold the Democratic 
party responsible for the slander upon Mr. 
Blaine. If the Sentinel had not published it 
some other organ would, and the zeal 
of that paper has long been recognized as 
near of kin to the zeal of the martyrs. 

Its demand upon the party 1s reasonable 
and just, and should be met without grum- 
bling. It is something like paying an attor- 
ney his fee who has advised one into a law- 
suit which proved disastrous. The Demo- 
cratic party has lost more by the publication 
of the libel than two ordinary newspapers 
can make good, and it is likely to lose 
more, but that is no reason why the ma- 
chinery of the organ should not be kept 
greased and in running order. 

It Is a bad muddle, but we rather enjoy it. 
We think the Sentinel has a sure relief with- 
in its power. Let it give notice to the Dem- 
ocratic machine that unless the necessary 
funds and moral support are furnished for the 
coming trial it will acknowledge the falsity 
of the matter published, retract and apolo- 
gize, and it will have the entire Democratic 
party at its feet. There is no charge for this 
advice.

SPENCER AND O'BRIEN. 

Mr. William O’Brien, the editor of United 
Ireland. has done more during the three 
years of his editorial career to damage the 
reputation of Dublin Castle as a political in- 
stitution than all the Irish agitators and rev- 
olutionists of the century. He has indomita- 
ble pluck, is an incisive writer, and possesses 
the zeal that makes martyrs. He has been 
prosecuted, fined, imprisoned, but, nothing 
daunted, he keeps up the fierce attack. He is 
again threatened with prosecution. Lord 
Spencer has probably concluded that unless 
he is crushed the whole political fabric of 
which he is the figurehead will have to go. 
Justin McCarthy in a recent letter to the 
New York Tribune significantly wrote: 
We [that is the Irish party] overthrew ex- 
Secretary Forster. We will overthrow Lord 
Spencer.“ 
tomer than Forster. If he should persist in 
prosecuting, O’Brien and Parnell it may be 
taken for granted that he means to accept 
the challenge conveyed in Mr. McCarthy’s 
expression. | 

It is very doubtful, however, whether in 
the present temper of the British public in 
reference to Dublin Castle Spencer will suc- 
ceed, O Brien's exposure of the abomina- 
tions of the Castle officials on the occasion of 
the libel suits brought against him by Bolton 
and Cornwall have had a marked effect 
among Englishmen of all classes. The sub- 
sequent failure to convict Cornwall has not 
in the least affected that feeling, ‘The pros- 
ecution was a farce. It was conducted by 
Cornwall’s old associates and cronies. Mr. 
O’Brien offered evidence. It was refused. 
The Judge charged directly in favor of the 
accused, who, though not convicted, was not

acquitted. Nor have the verdiets in favor of 
Bolton helped out the Castle people. Bol- 
ton’s subsequent dismissal from office by the 
Government proves very clearly that they be- 
lieve him to be guilty of all the charges 
made against him by O’Brien, and those in- 
cluded perjury, fraud, forgery, and adultery. 

The revelations made by Casey and Phil- 
bin in reference to Bolton bave also had a 
marked effect, and Lord Spencer’s refusal to 
make their statements the subject of public 
inquiry but strengthens the belief prevail- 
ing in Ireland and elsewhere that more prom- 
inent officials than Bolton have been con- 
cerned in subornation of perjury. Casey’s 
statement has all the appearance of truth. 
It was made under circumstances which ren- 
der it altogether improbable that it is false, 
and it is corroborated by several facts. Casey 
made confession of his perjury at the trial of 
Joyce, it appears, to a Catholic priest during 
the annual visitation of the Archbishop. The 
priest refused to give him absolution until he 
made his confession public, for not only was 
Joyce hanged on his evidence, but there are 
four men now undergoing imprisonment who 
were also convicted on his testimony. Phil- 
bin, another informer, corroborates Casey 
now. Both of them made the confes- 
sion publicly before Archbishop McEvilly 
in the parish church. The Archbishop, who 
is a supporter of the Government, in his let- 
ter to Lord Spencer says that he is convinced 
that Casey is now telling the truth. Joyce 
who was hanged maintained his innocence to 
the last. The two other men who were ex- 
cuted at the same time on the charge of hav-

publicly confessed their guilt, and signed a 
paper which they sent to the Lord-Lieutenant 
which declared that Joyce was entirely inno- 
cent. These are the facts as they have been 
stated in the Irish and English newspapers, in 
Parliament, and from the public platform, The 
Marquis of Hartington promised in the 
House of Commons the 12th inst. that if 
the circumstances were formally presented 
by Archbishop McEvilly there would be an 
inquiry. This promise has hardly been 
acted on. Lord Spencer says that Mr. Jen- 
kinson, Chief of the Irish Detective Depart- 
ment, has made an investigation. But this 
will not satisfy the public, as Mr. Jenkinson 
himself and Lord Spencer are implicated to 
Some extent by Casey’s confession and the 
other revelations, 

The Irish members are sure to make good 


use of these facts during the extra session of | 


Parliament, and they will be supported, as 
they were during the last months of the last 
session, by a constantly-increasing number of 
English Radicals who are heartily tired and 
Ack of the Castle crowd. Even Mr. Glad- 
stone himself showed considerable sympathy 
for the views of the Irishmen. In the ar- 
ranged absence of Mr. Trevelyan on the ex- 
cuse of sickness, he took the management of 
Irish affairs yery largely into his own hands, 
and was conciliatory and impartial.

circumstantial. Mr. Vanderbilt, sitting on 
the piazza of the United States Hotel at Sar- 
atoga a fortnight ago, said to a reporter of 
the New York Tribune with regard to the 
rumored issue of new bonds: These stories 
are all bosh; there is not a word of truth in 
them. They were started six or eight months 
ago, and they are no more true now than 
they were then.” | 

While this denial was being made the new 
bonds, says the Zimes, were being printed. 
It quotes a conservative gentleman very 
well informed about railroad. matters as au- 
thority for the statement that the road needs 
about $15,000,000, and that this sum was to 
be raised by the issue of bonds or certificates 
of indebtedness convertible into stock. If 
in the latter form there would be a technical 
truth tho an actual inaccuracy in Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s denial. This money is wanted for 
several purposes. In the first place, says 
this informant, although the officers of the 
company have declared that the road has no 
floating debt, their last statement on file at 
Albany shows a floating debt of $5,000,000. 
The actual floating debt of the road is about 
88,000, 000. About $2,000,000 is also re- 
quired to meet the expense of enlarging its 
stations, atid, as the rates at which the road 
is now carrying freight are inadequate to 
meet its running expenses, the remaining 
$5,000,000 is needed to meet future con- 
tingencies in the way of floating debt and 
dividends. 

According to this authority, the facts of the 
case are that Mr. Vanderbilt has already ad- 
vanced the road the money and holds its note 
for the amount which is at some future time 
to be secured by bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness. Several financial journals have 
lately shown that the Central was not earn- 
ing the dividends it is dividing. Mr. Vander- 
bilt no doubt would justify himself for his 
equivocation by saying that it was his own 
business and the newspapers and the public 
had no right to know. But that is a position 
which neither the law nor common sense per- 
mits the manager of a great public highway 
to take. There is an altogether unpleasant 
flavor of stock jobbery about this whole 
business, Mr. Vanderbilt sells a huge block 
of many millions of New York Central stock 
to investors in this country and Europe at 
high prices on the assurance that so long as 
he remained President it would continue to 
pay 8 per cent dividends. He has since re- 
signed his place as President and we now 
begin to hear that the road is not earning 8 
per cent, and has had to make them out of 
the proceeds of bond sales. 

By the sale of most of his stock and by his 
resi~nation of the Presidency he has shuffled 
off .s ostensible responsibility. for the man- 
agement of the road while really retaining 
the fuil direction, Meanwhile the road is 
running down, or is made to appear to be 
running down, and there may come a time, 
after dividends have been reduced and the 
debt has been increased; when Mr. Vander- 
bilt will be willing to buy back cheap what 
he sold dear. We may feel quite sure that 
it will not be until after he has thus re- 
acquired his stock that any emphasis will be 
laid on the inspired utterances of Mr. Van- 
derbilt in the newspapers on the facts of the 
real value of New York Central. Mr. Ed- 
ward Atkinson, for instance, says in his re- 
cent article on railroads that in the case of 
the New York Central the right of way and 
the terminal real estate is worth a very large 
share of if not quite as much as all the out- 
standing stocks and bonds.“ But the trouble 
is that the value of all this property and its

THE CHOLERA AREA. 

While the cholera news still continues un- 
favorable, there is some consolation in the 
fact that its progress is eastward into Italy 
rather than westward to England and thence 
across the ocean to our own shores. The 
lateness of the season and the favorable 
weather are good grounds for hoping that it 
will not reach us in 1884, though no one can 
predict what may happen next spring. 

As between the cholera of 1888 and the 
present epidemic there are some points of 
difference. That of last year was confined to 
Egypt. The time of outbreak was the same, 
the month of June, but the period of dura- 
tion was smaller. It ran its course In Egypt 
in about two months, and during that time it 
swept away about 25,000 victims, the fatality 
Leing due to the utter absence of preventives 
and medical attention outside of Cairo. It 
had an unrestricted course in the squalid 
Egyptian villages, and the accumulation of 
filth following the war supplied it with 

the necessary elements for its increase.

Southern France and Northwestern Italy. It 


has raged now for three months. The total 
number of deaths in France to date is about 
4,000; in Italy, where it has been raging only 
a few weeks, about 500. Still the proportion 
of deaths to the number of cases is very large, 
and the area covered by it is steadily increas- 
ing. The original French outbreak, as will 
be remembered, was at Toulon, If the reader 
will take the map of France he can easily lo- 
cate its area. The extreme western point 
reached by it is Bordeaux, in the Province of 
Gironde. Northward it has reached Auxerre, 
in the Province of Yonne, a hundred miles or 
more south of Paris. Drawinga line from 
Auxerre to Geneva, on the French frontier. 
and from Bordeaux to Auxerre, all the coun- 
try included in the triangle is afflicted with 
cholera, though its worst ravages are in 
what may be called Mediterranean France, 
particularly in the Pyrenées-Orientales, Aude, 
Herault, Gard, Bouches du Rhone, Vaucluse, 
Bosses Alpes, Hautes Alpes, Ardeche, and 
Var Provinces. Westward its most fatal rav- 
ages have followed around the coast line. 


— — 
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To the eastward it has reached the impor- | 


tant cities ot Geneva in Switzerland, and 
Turin, Milan, and Genoa in Italy, but in these 
cities it has not been sufficiently widespread to 
make a record. Its most fatal progress has 
been through Piedmont, and the larger part 
of the fatality has o¢curred at Cuneo, equi- 
distant from Nice and Turin, Bergamo, near 
Milan, Spezzia and Porto Maurizio, on the 
coast of the Gulf of Genoa, Carrara and 
Masso, farther south on the coast line, and 
Leghorn, in Tuscany. From this point it 
seems to have made two wide jumps, reach- 
ing Ajaccio, in the Island of Corsica, on the 
one hand, and Naples, to the extreme south, 
on the other. From this latter pe nt it has 
spread through the Province of Campania. 
The eastern part of Italy has thus far en- 
tirely eseaped, but with the rapid progress it 
is.making, for it travels in Italy much faster 
than it has in France, it is only a question of 
time how soon it will cross the Apennines 
and menace Austria. It is also noticeable 
that, although it has Aged all along the 
Swiss frontier, Switzerland has thus far es- 


eaped. * *

OUR CABLE LETTER. 
THE QUARREL WITH CHINA. 
Lonpox, Sept. 1. Special. It is now stated 
that Li Hung Chang, the Viceroy of Petcheli, 
who represented the Chinese Government in 
the negotiations with M. Patenotre, the French 
Minister, was anxious all along for peave, and 
was confident of being able to bring his nego- 


tiations with M. Patenotre to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. This explains why 
Li Fong Pao, the Chinese Minister to 


France, lingered so long in Paris, and also 
accounts for the hostility of the Chinese war 
party to Li Hung Chang, and the re- 
cent efforts to secure his impeach- 
ment. Admiral Courbet, however, was 
wild to begin bostilities, and dy his 
urgent representations succeeded ia persuad- 
ing M. Ferry that it was daugerous to wait. 
Capt. Fournier, who signed the Tientsing treaty 
on behalf of France, and who had been sent 


for on purpose to advise the French Govern- | 


ment, also urged prompt action, saying that 
all the Chinese diplomats wanted was to pro- 
long the negotiations until their army could 
be massed on the Tonguin frontier and their 
seaboard defenses could be strengtnened. M. 
Ferry, therefore, concluded that any delay 
would prevent the possibility of striking an 
effective blow. and be wave the word which re- 
sulted in the bombardment of Foo Chow. M. 
Ferry now expresses himseif as confident that 
the treaty Powers will decline to interfere, and 
be feels so secure as to the position of affairs 
that he proposes to take advantage of the par- 
Hamentary recess by going to the Vosges 
Mountains for a holiday. 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 

It bas just transpired that the Crown Prince 
Frederick William and his wife, the Crown 
Princess Victoria, bad a narrow escape from 
destruction during their journey from Germany 
to London in the latter part of July. It was 
vaguely and incorrectly reported at the time 
that an attempt had been made by 
the Anarchists to blow up the Crown 
Prince at the new palace at Potsdam. 
It is now learned that the attempt 
upon his life was made on the railway 
between Belgium and Paris and near the small 
French Town of Longueville. Some miscreants 
placed heavy stones on the rails with the evi- 
dent intention of throwing the special train on 
which the Prince was to have traveled intb the 
river. At the last moment. however, the 
Prince changed his mind and came by another 
route. The special train was not sent over the 
road, and the obstruction was discovered be- 
fore the arrival of the next regular train. One 
man has been arrested for complicity id the 
attempted outrage. 


WRATHFUL BUT IMPATIENT NATIONALISTS. 

During the present visit of the Duke of Ed- 
inburg and the channel squadron to Ireland, 
un Official invitation was extended by the 
Mayor of Cork to the Duke and bis officers to 
attend a ball to given in their bonor in that 
city. This act gave great offense to the Nation- 
alist members of the Cork Council, and they 
arranged to make au attack upon the Mayor at 
a meeting of the board to be heid today, on the 
ground that he bad exceeded his powers in 
giving the invitation without consulting the 
council. The Tory and Liberal members of 
the board, however, got wind of this program 
and defeated it by staying away from the 
meeting, thus leaving the dissatisfied National- 
ists without a quorum. 

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN FRONT AND BACK WIN- 
DOWS. 

The public moralists of Vienna have been 
much shocked at the conduct of Frau Rose, 
the spouse of Herr Scboffer, who keeps an out- 
fitters’ shop in the lower part of his house. 
The front windows of the residence command 
the street, while those in the rear look out on a 
private garden. The lady was summoned 
before the ice authorities charged 
with baving committed an offense against 
public decorum and morality by appearing 
in a semi-ciad condition at the back windows, 
where she was observed by the neighbors 
somewhat under the condition of Venus rising 
from the sea. Frau Schoffer is suid to be the 
handsomest women in Vienna, and the com- 
plainants believed that the repetition of the 
offense would be fatal to the morals of young 
men in the neighborhood. The defense was 
that the lady was simply making her toilet with 
the win low open. The Judge summed up the 
case with great deliteration. “*If,’’ said he, 
“she had looked out of the front window, 
the scandal would have been open and public, 
and an offense against the law would have been 
committed; but as she only appeared at the 
back windows the case was different.“ The 
fair defendant was dismissed with a warning, 
and recommended for the future to pull down 
the blinds before commencing her toilet. 

DEMORALIZED BY THE CHOLERA. 

The inhabitants of Spezzia seem both scared 
and demoralized by the outbreak of cholera in 
that town. A great many of the population 
bave taken to drink. The streets are full of 
intoxicated persons. singing, roaring, pray- 
ing, and cursing. Prayers to the Virgin, 
shouts, yells, and imprecations give thé town 
the appearance of pandemonium let loose. In 
one case the doctor attending a patient. believ- 
ing him beyond hope, sent for the priest to ad- 
minister the last sacrament to the dying man. 
No sooner had the two entered tne room than 
the relatives turned the key in the door, in- 
forming the visitors that unless the man recov- 
ered neither should leave the house alive. 

THE THREE EMPERORS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 1.—(Speciai.]|—I bear on trust- 
worthy authority that the meeting of the three 
Emperors bas been deferred to the 15th of Sep- 
tember, and that the place is stiil undecided. 

WILL NOT MEDIATE. 

Regarding the Franco-Chinese war, Germany 
does not think of mediating between the com- 
batants, as such would not be agreeable to 
France, As things stand now France intends 
taking time and waiting.

THE DUKE OF EDINBUKG. 

Dustin, Sept. 1.—The failure of the munici- 
pal authorities of Dublin and Kingstown to offer 
the Duke of Edinburg and the officers of the 
Channel fleet any civic hospitalities on the oc- 
casion of thoir recent visit to Dublin harbor 
was simply owing to the fact that no official in- 
timation ot the Duke’s visit was received. 

THE MAAMTRASNA MURDER. 

Timothy Harrington, member of Parliament 
for Westmeath, has written a letter stating 
that Patrick Joyce and Patrick Casey made a 
deposition while in prison asserting the inno- 
cence of Miles Joyee, who was hanged for the 
Maamtrasna murder. The deposition was 
never published. Mr. Harrington says he will 
submit the matter to Parliament. 


THE CHOLERA. 
DEATHS AT ALICANTE. 

ALICANTE, Sept. 1.—It is feared that cholera 
has appeared here. Two suspicious deaths 
have occurred in a family which recently came 
from Algiers. Three others. of the family are 
ill. 

THE DISEASE IN ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. 1.—Reports of the ravages of the 
cholera in various parts of Italy show that 
during the last twenty-four bours there were 
110 new cases and forty-five deaths. A verita- 


A PAPAL ENCYCLICAL.

IN PRANCE. 

Paris, Sept. 1.—At Marseilles during the 
twenty-four hours ended at 9 tonight nine per- 
sons died from the cholera. The disease is in- 
creasing in virulence at Naples. 

THE RECORD. 

There were four deaths from cholera at 
Fabregues, near Montpelliers, and Perpignan 
today. At Carnoulés there were eight deaths 
within two days. 

Fanat introduced the epidemic. The inhab- 
itants in many cases have fied to other towns 
in France. The soup-kitchens were opened at 
Spezia, Italy, where there have been tweaty- 
five deaths in thirty-six hours. The shops are 
closed and the military confined to barracks, 

IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpbon, Sept. 1.—A doctor bas certified ut 
an official inquiry that the boilermaker at Mill- 
wall, London, died of Asiatic cholera. The 
sanitary officer who visited the man denied that 
he had died of Asiatic cholera, but ordered the 
coffin tarred and the house disinfected. 

| PRECAUTIONS. 

MADRID, Sept. 1.—The Governor of Madrid 
has ordered the municipal authorities and di- 
rectors of hospitals througbout the country to 
prepare several cholera wards in case they 
should become necessary. 

NAPLES. 

NarLus, Sept. 1.—In the last twenty-four 
hqurs twenty fresh cases of cholera had oc- 
curred and there had been several deaths. 
Fourteen suspicious cases of sickness appeared 
in the Novelday, Province of Alicante, and an- 
other death is reported from cholera at Alicante 
City. Persons arriving at Madrid from Alicante 
City are subjected to fumiganon. Hundreds 
are leaving there by every train. 


THE WAR IN CHINA. 
COURAGEOUS CELESTIALS, 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—A private dispatch from 
Tien-tsin says: China is not disheartened. The 
Government has issued an edict encouraging 
the troops to fight, and warning the local au- 
thorities everywhere to protect non-combatant 
Frenchmen, 

OPEN TO MERCHANTMEN. 

Admiral Courbet announces that he has com- 
pleted bis operations in the Min Kiver, and it is 
now safe for merchant vessels to ascend to Foo 
Chow.

Admiral Courbet bas left the Isle of Matson, 
and, it is believed, has gone to Hainan, Five 
bundred French troops are ordered from 
Cochin China to Kelung. 

A SPIRIT OF DEFIANCE. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—The Times’ dispatch from 
Pekin says the imperial edicts and diplomatic 
circulars recently issued by the Tsung-Li- 
Yamen indicate a spirit of defiance as the re- 
sult of the Foo Chow disaster. Placards posted 
in the streets prociaim war, but enjoin the’ peo- 
ple under severe penalties. not to molest the 
citizens of otber nations. 

Admiral Courbet will receive the decoration 
of the Legion of Honor. 

THE POPE'S APPEAL.

AN AFFAIR OF “HONOR.” 
TWO GERMANS ENGAGE IN A DUEL, WITH 
KNIVES AS WEAPONS. 

New York, Sept. 2.—(Special.]—At 20’clock 
this morning a messenger arrived from Locust 
Grove, near Coney Island, with the news that a 
desperate duel was fought at that place last 
night. The combatants were Germans, both of 
whom have been, or are now, officers in the 
German army. One of them, named Erban, 
arrived in this city from Germany in June, and 
forsome weeks has been employed at Locust 
Grove. The name of the other principal was 
Pick, but the rank of neitner of the two was 
known by the gentleman bringing the news of 
the encounter. Pick arrived in New York Sat- 
urday last by one of the German steamers. 

The first ititimation of the affair was received 
about 8 o'clock last evening by the gentleman 
by whom Erban was employed, and came from 
a servant girl at his house. It appears Erban,, 
who spoke no English, had informed the girl 
that be bad an affair of honor on Hand, and 
that he was to meet bis antagonist within a 


few hours. He left in her keeping whatever 
effects he had, ‘and also several letters to his 
family at home. As soon as this fact was made 
known the Justice of the Peace in 
the neighborhood was visited and warrants 
procured for the arrest of the belligerents. 
Then search was made, but no trace of them 
could be discovered. An hour later further 
search was instituted, and they were found ina 
smail clearing in a near-by drove. When sur- 
prised the two men were fighting desperately, 
the weapons usec being ciasp-knives. Erban 
bad already received several wounds, and be- 
fore bis opponent hurriedly left, as soon as he 
discovered that other parties were at hand, 


he was further terribly slashed. The 
two men were accompanied by seconds, 
and it is deneved by a surgeon, 


but Pick and the others made a hasty retreat, 
leaving Erban wounded on the ground, and 
were not apprehended. A Brookly train pass- 
ing near by, on the Manhattan Beach Road, 
was boarded by Pick, although the cars were 
going at a terrific speed. The seconds and the 
surgeon also made their escape inthe thick 
timber near at band. The wounded man was 
taken to the town-ball, and when the mes- 
senger left for New York was believed to be 
dying. 

As near as could be ascertained the quarrel 
between the two men grew out of attentions 
paid to a young lady in Germany, and it is be- 
lieved Pick came to this country for the pur- 
pose of settling old scores with his rival, Erban. 


GAMBLING ON O. EAN STEAMERS. 
A PETITION TO HAVE IT STOPPED. 

New York, Sept. 1.—[Special.|—The last 
voyage of the maumoth steamer City of Rome, 
though free from the ordinary vexations and 
vicissitudefof an ocean trip, was marked at its 
close this morning by a tempest in a teapot, 
which included among its features one round 
under the Queensberry rules, and which ef- 
tectually wrecked many of the fleeting frieud- 
ships formed during the week's companionship 
on the sea. The steamer left for New York a 
week ago Saturday with a very large passenger 
list. Many of the male passengers after 


the first day out resorted to the 
forward smoking-room and the library 
and induiged in ‘whist and _ baccarat. 


There were no complaints about the card-play- 
ing until a day or two before the voyage ter- 
minated. and then some of the lady passengers 
grumbled. Saturday some of the ladies in- 
duced a committee, consisting of their bus- 
bands, to call onthe purser and ask him to 
stop the baccarat, which, they said, bad been 
tabooed at the Londou clubs. He declined, but 
one ot the passengers took up the matter and 
bewan circulating a petition to the agents on ar- 
rival, and suggested the propriety of prohibiting 
gambling. Yesterday morning when land was 
eighted the petition was being circulated, and 
had received about twenty-five signatures. A 
wordy warfare was in progress, in which near- 
ly everybody, including men and women, 
card players and non-card players took part. 
One little fellow angrily said that he should 
write to the papers and mention names. No 
sooner bad he said this than the person ad- 
dressed, a large man, squared off in true 
pugilistic fashion, and landed neatly with bis 
left on the little fellow’s cheek, slight- 
ly cutting it. They were abont to 
clinch when they were separated, and no more 
bioodshed followed. By this time the ebip had 
reached the city, and the row, save for angry 
words and glaring looks of hostility, was over. 
The petition was sent to Messrs. Henderson 
Bros. ab soon as the opponents of the gamblers 
could reach the office. It is not known what 
the agents intend to do about it. 


8 OLD RAGS. 
CONSTERNATION AMONG THE IMPORTERS. 

New York, Sept. 1.—[Special.]}—The custom- 
house was visited by successive delegations of 
rag-importers today. There was much con- 
sternation in consequence of the order issued 
from the Treasury Department Saturday pro- 
bibiting the landing of foreign rags in any port 
of the United States for three months from 
Sept. 1. The business of importing rags for 
paper stock is an extensive one in this city, 
and most of the dealers who called on acting 
Collector Barrett said that they bad consign- 
ments of rags afloat which had been bought 
and paid for long before this prohibitory order 
was issued. One importer ventured the remark 
that there was $1,000,000 worth of rags afloat 
on the way to American ports. There were 
consignments of raus on three of the vessels 
that arrived in port yesterday, but, as the ves- 
sel had not technically arrived until today, 
a doubt arose as to whether the Collector had 
the power to permit the rags to be landed. Sev- 
eral of the importers of rags intimated that 
they would send a delegation to Washington to 
endeavor to get a modification of the Secretary 
of the Treasury's probibitory order. 


THE WOREINGMEN. 
TWENTY THOUSAND MEN IN LINE. 

New Yorx, #ept. 1.—Broadway was ‘ined 
this morning from the City Hall to Fourteenth 
street with people assembled to witness the 
labor parade. The first division of, the parade 
was composed of the Priuters’, Building 
Trades’, and Bricklayers’ Unions. The second 
division was made up of cigarmakers and 
workmen from the furniture and clothing 
trades. The third division comprised Butch- 
ers’, Coopers’, and other trades unions. The 
@urth division was made up of a number of 
workingmen not attached to apy organization, 
who had asked permission to join the pro- 
cession. For weeks the various trades 
unions bave been making untiring et- 
forts to make the parade a success, 
and their labor has not been wasted. 
It bad been anticipated that 20,000 men would 
form in the lines, and this number was fully 
reathed, if not exceeded. Both those who 
paraded and the thousands of spectators were 
dressed in holiday attire. Each body of men 
in the procession wore some distinctive badge 
—cap, apron, or other symbol of their trade— 
to give a uniform appearance. Many of the 
trades gave Illustrations of their occupation. 
The butchers intended to illustrate their trade 
by killing innumerable cattle as they went 
along the streets, but Henry Bergh, with a 
equad of police, interfered with that portion of 
the program. At Printing House Square the 
procession was reviewed by Patrick Ford, 
Henry George, Jonn Swinton, Louis F. Post, 
and a number of others. After the procession 
had been dismissed the men attended a large 
number of picnics given in honor of the holi- 


day.

THE BANKERS’ & MERCHANTS’ IN A BAD WAY. 

New York, Sept. 1.—/ Special. |—Since the 
suspension of the firm of A. W. Dimock & Co. 
afew months ago, the Bankers’ & Merchants 
Telegraph Company has been having a bard 
time of it financially. Mr. Dimock 
und not only been President of the 
company, but he was the moving spirit in the 
rapid and comprebensive work of extension 
which was designed to rank the Bankers’ & 
Merchants’ Company among the most tormida- 
ble of the Western Union's rivals. It now 
appears that the new company tried to grow

fever. One ofthe men died this afternoon, 
and the police requested the health authorities 
to place the house from which the seamen were 
removed under quarantine. A Health Inspec- 
tor familiar with the malady made an invesuga- 
tien and says be is convinced the men were not 
suffering from real yeliow-fever, but asthenia, 
following pernicions intermittent fever. An- 
other seaman, Rudolph Larscr, also iil, was re- 
moved to the Marine Hospital on Staten Island.

Charles Koenker, baker, at No. 451 North 
Clark street, heard the bell upon bis cash- 
drawer ring, and discovered and put to flight a 
stranger who was pillaging the till. Two de- 
tectives were in the vicinity and joined 
in the chase, capturing the fugitive 
at Goethe and Clark streets. He 
had rified one till ot the little change it con- 
tained, and was operating upon a second when 
interrupted by the baker. He was locked up 
at the Chicago Avenue Station under the name 
of Charies Stickler. 


The Council Committee on Streets and 
Alleys, West Division, met yesterday afternoon 
and decided to recommend the enforcement of 
the ordinance prohibiting railroads from ob- 
structing the street crossings; the plating on 
file of a petition for a stay of proceedings in the 
matter of macadamizing West Harrison street 
and of the resolution instructing the Commfs- 
sioner of Public Works to stop the improve- 
ment of West Eighteenth street; and the prep- 
aration of an ordinance for the paving of Wal- 
nut street from Ashiand to Western avenues. 


The city schools were more crowded yes- 
terday with one or two exceptions than at the 
beginning of any previous year. The half-day 
divisions must be increased in many of the 
schools, COnsequently, until the opening of the 
new buildings in January. The Irving, !ocated 
on Lexington street, between Hoyne and 
Leavitt, was the only one ready for occupancy 
yesterday. It started out with the lower rooms 
well filled. The West Division High School be- 
gan the year with fifty more pupils than it can 
accommodate. It is expected that the attend- 
ance will be still further increased today, as 
the circus parade kept many away from the 
schools yesterday. 

Justice Barker says that when the case of 
“Cabbage” Ryan, Sears, et al., charged witr 
conspiracy, was called in his coart the prosecu- 
tion at once called for a continuafice because 
one of the defendants had not been arrested. 

Meanwhile 
Lawyers Beattie and Weber were calling for a 
change of venue, but it was denied on the 
above ground. Beattie, the Justice says, told 
the defendants to leave the court-room, which 
they did before giving bail. As tothe charge 
that this court had accepted $2.50 for a bail 
bond from Dolan, the latter had paid that 
amount to be applied to the costs, the exact 
amount of which the Justice did not know. 


Under an existing ordinance peddlers of 
fruit, eto., are allowed to occupy a portion of the 
sidewalk in front of a store, provided they have 
the permission of the occupants. Advantage 
is taken of the ordinance by some storekeep- 
ers, who exact & rent of from $10 to $25 a 
mont for the privilege; in other words, collect 
money for the use of property which does not 
belong to them. There have been many com- 
plaints about these frum-peddlers, who are 
cbaracterized as a nuisance, and the Corpora- 
tion Counsel is engaged on an ordinance 
amending the present one so as to prohibit 
their occupancy of any part of a street or side- 
walk. If they want to peddie anything they 
must keep moving and not locate their carts 
in any place. 

The announcement of the reéstablishment 
of the whisky pool was received with some sur- 
prise among the Chicago distillers, who had 
not expected any arrangements would be made 
to go into effect before Oct. 1 at best, They are 
feeling correspondingly jubilant over the ac- 
tion of the Cincinnati meeting in coming to an 
agreement by which the pool went in opera- 
tion immediately. It is claimed that the Chi- 
cago distilleries have been losing money for 
the last three months. The capacity was 
quadruple the consumption, and if matters had 
run on for much longer the loss from the over- 
production would have been very heavy. The 
new pool limits the production to 40 per cent of 
the capacity, and houses not running will sell 
their capacity to the pool at a stipulated price. 

A GRAVE DIFFICULTY. 

Daniel Greene, a teamster employed by the 
Calvary Cemetery Company, was discharged 
several days ago by T. D. Gunica, the Super- 
intendent, because he had reported to Arch- 
bishop. Feehan that several bodies interred in 
the cemetery had been removed from one spot 
toanother. Yesterday Greene appeared at the 
office of the cemetery, No. 100 Market street, 
to ask why be had been discharged. Greene 
was pitched outof tne office. A 42-calibre re- 
volver was taken trom his grasp by S. R. Gor- 
ton, who occupies an adjoining office. Greene 
was arrested and brought before Justice Foote 
charged with murderous assault and carrying a 
gun. Guniea’s testimony was corroborated by 
that of Gorton, who disarmed Greene. 
The latter swore that he had not drawn bis ro- 
volver, but that it had fallen out of his pocket 
in the scuffie. He was held to the Criminal 
Court in $1,000 bail and was fined $100 for car- 
rying a concealed weapon. The matter which 
Greene reported to the Archbishop, thereby 
causing his discharge from the employ of the 
company, was the removal of four bodies 
which had been interred in one of the blocks 
in the cemetery. By mistake the first lot had 
been made fifteen feet wide instead of twelve, 
so that the other lots each encroached three 
feet on the adjoining one. Greene thought the 
foreman of the cemetery had no right to re- 
move the bodies without the consent of the 
owners of the lots. 

BANKERS’ & MERCHANTS’ TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

A number of changes took place at the offices 
of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Teiegraph Com- 
pany Saturday. All the staff of the operating 
department were laid off, except one or two 
actually required forcarrying on what busi- 
ness there is. J. E. Pottit, city manager, was 
in charge of the office yesterday. Mr. Stewart, 
the Suverintendent, had, he said, gone to New 
York Friday to report at headquarters. . It was 
unlikely that he would return here, as in all 
probability they would give him a position 
East or South. His office was now closed and 
all the assistants dismissed. They were less 
fortunate than those in the operating depart- 
ment, as their salaries were six or eight wecks 
behind, but all would likely be squa upina 
few days. Mr. Pettit expected that the debt of 
$480; for which a Deputy Sheriff held their 
office, would be settled by the New York office 
in a day or two. The Bankers’ & Merchannts’ 
Compauy was much too valuable a property to 
be let go to wreck for such a paltry sum. A

Ohio office. He understood that the construc-

UNDERGROUND CABLES. 

Within two weeks all the trunk lines of the 
fire-alarm telegraph on La Salle street, between 
Harrison and Erie, and Washington, bet ween 
La Salle and Clinton, wili be under ground. 
The street conduits—a nine-inch sewer-pipe 
composed of asphalt, sand, tar, etc.—are in, 
and a three-inch iron pipe was placed in the 
La Salle street tunnel Sunday. Al that re- 
mains to be done is to put a similar iron 
pipe in the Washington street tunnel, and this 
will be done next Sunday. There are twenty- 
fine trunk lines, and that many are to be re- 
moved from sight. Cables are used in the new 
pipes, but not in the conduits, as single wires 
are necessary there in order to connect with 
the fre-alarm and police boxes, gongs, etc. 80 
tar $10,000 bas been spent for cables—the 
money baving been saved from previous ap- 
propri from $6,000 to $8,000 for the 
conduits.

THE COUNTY INSANE. 
COMMISSIONERS INSTALL THE NEW WARDEN 

AND THE MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT—COM- 

PLIMENTING DR. SPRAY, 

Yesterday afternoon the Committee on Pub- 
lic Charities of the County Board visited the 
Insane Asylum for the double purpose of en- 
joying a picnic excursion in the country and 
Installing the new Medical Superintendent of 
the Insane Asylum at Jefferson. The commit- 
tee is composed of Commissioners Mo- 
Carthy, Senne, Hannigan, Mattocks, 
and Niesen. In addition to these 
there were Chairman Donnersberger and Com- 
missioners Lynn, McClaughrey, and Ochs. The 
first thing in order after arriving at Jefferson 
was the inspection of the asylum and its in- 
mates, which took up about an bour anda halt. 
Dr. Spray, the retiring Medica! Superintendent, 
being the master of ceremonies tor the occa- 
sion. The institution was pronounced in 
excellent condition by the committee, 
as Dr. Spray has made its management 
his special care for the last seven years, dur- 
ing which time he has been iu charge of it. 
After going about the grounds the committee 
met inthe parlor of the asylum for the pur- 
pose of deciding upon what the duties of the 
Warden and Medical Superintendent should be. 
Notwo Commissioners could agree, and after 
the commitee had adjourned it left the report- 
ers prese.t in doubt as to whether 
the head cook or the chief doctor was 
the real manager of the institution. 
There was a wrangie as to whether the new 
Medical Superintendent or the Warden should 
be the head of the establishmont. It was final- 
ly decided that the Medicai Superintendent 
should be held responsible for the hiring and 
discharging of the nurses and assistant medi- 
dal attendants and that the Warden should be 
responsible for the general management of the 
institution outside the medical departments. 
The Medical Superintendent is supposed to be 
responsible for the inmates, but it is left with 
the Warden to hire the supervisors of the 


wards, whose duty it is to watch the attendants 


of the lunatics and aleo to dispense the medi- 
cines to the patients. Chairman Donnersberger 
was appealed to to help the committee out of 
their muddie, and, as he had beiped to put 
the management of the institution in its pres- 
ent fix, the only thing be could ro- 
ommend was to have the Warden make 
all appointments of attendants in the 
asyluin, and at the same time hold the Med- 
icai Superintendent responsible for the latter's 
actions. The wisdom of this suggestion was 
so obvious that Commissioner Ochs said it was 


Ja piece of d—d nonsense to let the Warden 


hire the supervisors of the different wards 
and at the same time hold the medical super- 
intendent responsible for their actions. 
This objection was clearly well taken, 
but the Commissioners not being able to meet 
it passed it after their usual careless manner 
and hurriedly adjourned their session, leaving 
the Medical Superintendent and the Warden of 
the establishment to decide the question of su- 
premacy in office between themselves. Dr. 
James G. Kiernan is undoubtedly an abie phy- 
sician, but should Varnell, the newly-appoint- 
ed Warden, and bimselt get at loggerheads as 
to which of the two is in authority, the matter 
would give the County Board something to 
think over. 

In a neat and well-timed speech Dr. Spray 
turned over the keys of the asylum to bis 
successor, observing, as he did 80, that he had 
been with the poor demented inmates of the 
establishment for nearly seven years, and had 
learned to attend to their wants as the most 
solemn duty of bis life. 

Commissioners Hannigan and Sommer, who 
fought hard to retain Dr. Spray in his position, 
made animated speeches, in which they paid a 
giowing tribute to nis efficiency and faithful- 
ness while in the employ of the county. 

Mr. William Harlev, who has charge of the 
construction of the new wing to the asylum, is 
busily at work, and reported yesterday that 
the wing, which will accommodate 100 patients, 
would be completed some time in November. 


ASIATIC CHOLERA. 
DISCUSSED BY THE CHICAGO MEDICAL SOCIETY 
n. SCUDDER'S PAPER. 
The Chicago Medical Society met last night 
in the Grand Pacific Hotel, Dr. D. A. K. Steele 
presiding, Dr. Listow H. Montgomery Secre- 


Dr. J. A. Robison read a very interesting 
paper entitlea Remarks on Aneurisms,”’ 
which was followed by a discussion, all agree- 
ing that the use of iodide of potassium was the 
best-known remedy. 

Dr. H. M. Scudder read a paper on Recent 
Treatment of Asiatic Cholerain Vogue of Late 
Years in India.” He had in a nine years’ resi- 
dence in that country passed through four 
epidemics. It was considered contagious, 
though the germ seemed more powerful after 
having been for some time separated from the 
patients. Fear often produced symptoms sim- 
ilar to those of cholera, In such cases spirits 


of camphor in warm water bad good effects, 
and when diarrhea appeared some preparation 
of opium was generaily effective. In any case 
a mustard plaster should be placed over the 
abdomen. He believed morphine and chloral 
shouid be administered in hypodermic injec- 
tion, though care should be exércised not 
to narcotize. The patient should be kept per- 
fectly quiet and allowed to suck ice. It was 
unsafe to allow the patient to drink anv water. 
Alcobolic stimulants he found were harmful 
exceptin the stuge of collapse and atropia. 
Injections of milk in the veins he found to be 
injurious. During reaction liquid nourishment 
should be carefully administéred. Peptimized 
beef tea might be used to advantage. But 
nature would in most cases work better with- 
out assistance. He advised the burning of sul- 
phur in the patient’s room in the first two 
stages. 

He epitomized the formulas he had advanced 
as follows; 

1. To reduce the frequently experienced pro- 
donic symptoms, give ten or fiftecn drop doses 
of spirits of camphor in dessertspoontuls of 
best brandy. 

2. In the stage of diarrhea give chlorodyne 
with spirits of camphor, ora modified Hamlin's 
or Hope's mixture, or plain morphine in, alter- 
—T with an aromatic sulphuric acid mixt- 

3. In the stage of invasion apply dry beat 
and mustard plasters, and resort without de- 
lay to the administration of morpbine, or mor- 
phine combined with chloral, by hypodermic 
injection. and give in addition enemas of ace- 
tate of lead. | 

4. In the stage of colla enforce perfect 
quiet and the borizontal —— 2 the 
surface and limbs with hot oil, administer 
atropine hypodermatically, and give very smal! 
doses of alcoholic stimulants by mouth, rectum 
and hypodermic injection. 

5. In the stage of reaction give mild diuretics, 
and, if necessary, emulsions of carbolic acid 
and bismuth, or carbolic‘acid and iodine, to- 
gether with bromide of potassium whén re- 
quired, not f to administer hot liquid 
nourishment in very small quantities as soon 
as the stomach will permit it. ~ 

Finally, in addition to other remedies indi- 
cated, burn sulphur in the patient's room, or, 
in place of it, try the administration of sul- 
phurie acid with glycerine in small doses dur 
ing the first and second of the disease. 

A discussion followed. Paoli did not be- 
lieve in the bacillus theory. Dr. Ethridge 
though that they knew but little yet about ba- 
cilli, and he was by no means sure that the 
cause of cholera had yet been reached. Dr. 
Starkweather thought it a very great question 
whether cholera patients should or should not be 


taken to the hospital. In time of epidemics it was 


often ee to trespass upon private rights. 
E D. O'Shea said be had found by experi- 
ments on animals that the condition of the 
body after death from shock and death from 
collapse in cholera was the same. Dr. New- 
kirk said it had been found in the present epi- 
demic in France that the Jews were not 
attacked. and they aseribed it to their peculiar 
course of diet. 

Dr. Scudder gaid he had seen in epidemics 
the percentage of deaths all the way from 20 
to 90 per cent. If treated early he thought a 
very large proportion would recover, though it 
was sometimes hard to ascertain whether it 
was cholera or simple diarrhea. In the 
large cities of India the water-tanks 
were in a disgraceful condition. A native 
would not drink out of a well because his re- 
ligion caused him to use the tank, which was 
fed by rainwater and surface drainage. He 
thought this the reason that cholera was epi- 
demic in India. He could see no advantage in 
a general running away in time of an epidemic, 
because it induced a panic, and fright was al- 
most always fatal. If the early means of check- 
ing epidemics were known here he thought they 
would be prevented, The people of India were 
prejudiced aguinst. European medicine, but 


poison. 


A SHOOTING AFFRAY. 
ONE COLORED MAN FATALLY WOUNDED BY AR- 
OTHER. 

Lewis Monroe Ramsay, colored, was shot and 
mortally wounded by another negro, Charics 
Davenport, alias Virginia, alias Delaware, in a 
vacant lot adjoining Frank Bolden's saloon, 
No. 151 Fourth avenue, yesterday forenoon. 
The ball which wounded Rameay was not in- 
tended for him, but for Wheeler Taylor, an- 
other colorea man with whom Davenport had 
had a quarrel several days before. 

Yesterday Taylor, Ramsay, and several Others 
wore engaged in a game of pool when Daven- 
port entered the saloon. Taylor asked the lat- 
ter why he bad pulled a revolver on him the 
week before, to which Davenport replied that 
he would draw his revolver whenever he pleased, 
and he proceeded to pull the weapon again. All 
those in the saloon retreated through the back 
door to the vacant Jot north of Bolden’s place. 
Taylor picked up an empty beer bottie and 
hurled it at Davenport. The latter discharged 
his revolver three times, missing bim each 
time. Thethird shot struck Ramsay just be- 
low the right nipple, and took a downward 
course, lodging, it is believed, in the liver. 
After firing the last shot Davenport ran away 
and had not been captured up to last evening, 
though officers were scouring the city for him. 

Ramsay walked to the nearest drug-store, 
where be fell, faint from loss of biood. The 
armory wagon was called and started for the 
County Hospital with the wounded man, who 
requested on the way to be taken to his home 
at No, 80 North May street. The physician 2 
examined his wound pronounced it mortal, an 
Clerk Clingen of the Armory Police Court and 
Sergt. Sheppard went to take his ante-mortem 
statement. 

Ramsay has lived in the city many years, and 
is by occupation a porter, He is about 30 years 
ofage. Davenport is about the same age, and 
bas lately arrived in Chicago from the East. 
During his short stay he has earned a reputa- 
tion as a quurreisome fellow. 


A TRAIN-WRECKER. 
LYNCHBURG, Va., Sept. 1.—A passenger train 
on the Virginia Midland Railroad was last night 
thrown from the track, the bolis having been 
removed from the rails by some mievreant. 
Nobody was hurt. The train was wrecked for 


robbery. The fireman saw a man jump from 
the bushes, and pursued him into the woods. 
He found a bag in the bushes containing tools 
with which the railwasremoved. The wrecker 
is suspicioned.

THE COURTS. 


Late Legal Decisions, 
The following are among some of the more 
important legal decisions lately rendered in the 
higher courts: 


PROMISSORY NOTE—PURCHASER AFTER MATU- 
RITY—OWNER. 


T made his promissory note to W. who in- 
dorsed it in blank to T4 E as coilatera! 
security for his note to them. Upon 
the payment of W's note the col- 
lateral security was not returpved to him, 
but after its maturity this note of Ts was 
sold to M by T & E. W demanded the note 
from M as his property, but M refused to sur- 
render it on the ground that he had bought 
it. In this case, vs. McKean, 
the trial court sustained the position 
taken by M, and 1 carried the 
judgment to the Supreme Court of lowa, where 
it was reversed. Judge Seovers, ia the opin- 
ion, said: The title of the owner of pers 
property or things movable cannot be diverted 
except by bis consent or by operation of law. 
To this rule there are exceptions arising out of 
tho character of the property, among which 
are bank-notes, checks payable to bearer, and 
bills and negotiable promissory sotes trans- 
ferred before maturity. But if transferred 
after maturity for value, and in due course 
of business, such drafts and promis 
sory notes, in the hands of the bolder, 
are subject to the equities existing between the 
maker and payee which inhere in or grow out 
of the note. Now do the same equities exist in 
favor of the true owner; that is, can he recover 
it from the bolder, as he could a horse or other 
personal property? The authorities establish 
that a person who acquires a promissory note 
after maturity acquires no better right or title 
to it than the party had from whom he ob- 
tained it. And on principle we think this 
must be so. The purchase of paper by the 
indorsee must be in the usual course of 
business. By this is meant according to 
the custom and usage of commercial 
transactions. If the paper is purchased before 
maturity, itis such a transaction; but if pur- 
chased after maturity, it is not in accordance 
with commercial transactions. The instru- 
ment is dishonored and regarded with sus- 
picion; and if the maker can avail himself of 
equities he could not have done if the paper 
had been acquired before maturity, we are un- 
able to see why the Owner may not do so. That 
is, he may pursue it and recover from any one 
in the same manner and to the same extent as 
he can other personal property.“ 

FACTOR'S LIEN—BALANCE OF ACCOUNT. 


S & 8 were the factors of M. and had lumber 
of theirs in band. Under an exccudon, the 
Sheriff levied on this lumber to sell it to the 
extent of the factors’ lien. It appeared that 
there was a large general balance due to M 
when the lumber seized was forwarded, and 
that $2,500 was paid to M atthe time the lum- 
ber was received. The Sheriff insisted that 
this payment of $2,500 was a charge upon this 
identical lumber, and M claimed that it must be 
presumed that this payment was on account 
of the general balance due. The court below 
decided in favor ot M. and the Sheriff took the 
case, McGraft vs. Rugee, to the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin, where the judgment was 
affirmed. Judge Cassoday in his opinion said: 
** Where the general balance on the accounts of 
the factorage is largely against the fac- 
tor and in favor of the princi- 
pal, the former can bave no lien upon 
the property in his possession, for he has 
no enforceable claim. In such case the fac- 
tor’s right of retention and sale is merely to re- 
imburse himself for the baiance due him on the 
general account of the factorage. Neither can 
a factor who is indebted to his principal on ac- 
count of previous sales acquire a particular 
lien upon goods subsequently sent to him for 
sale for expenses jocurred on account of them, 
unless such expenses exceed the amount 
of his indebtedness. The lien of an 
agent and factor on the goods of his 
principal for specific expenses does not 
exist when the general balance of account is 
against him. We must, therefore, hold that 
where a factor is largely indebted to his princi- 
pal on account of the factorage, and thereupon 
voluntarily makes advances in the business not 
exceeding such indebteduess, such advances, 
being mude and in behalt of the principal, must 
be deemed to bave been made by the factor in 
liquidation of his indebteduess to that extent.” 
MONEY INTRUSTED BUT APPROPKIATED—RE- 

| COVERY FROM ASSIGNEE. 

N gave his check for $469 to W for the pur- 
pose of having W pay back taxes due on his, N's, 
land. The check was drawn to W as County 
Treasurer. W kept two bank accounts, one at 
Marquette and other at Lansing.. He deposited 
the check at Marquette and drew ayainst it for 
his own @ses. Hedid not pay the taxes, and 
becoming a defaulter he assigned his property 
to R. one of bis sureties, and the assignment 
carried with it the balance W had in bank at 
Marquette $91 and at Lansing $1,423. 
N sued R, claiming that the bank balances to 
the extent of his check—$469—were chargeable 
as for money intrusted to W; that it must be 
presumed that this sum of $469 was therein con- 
tained. The defendant bad judgment, and the 
plaintiff carried the case (Neely vs. Rood) to 
the Supreme Court of ichigan, where the 
judgment was affirmed. Judge Champlin, in 
the opinion, sad: The rule contended tor by 
plaintiff is well settled: that where property, 
held upon any trust to keep, to use. 
or to invest in a partieular way, 
is misapplied by the trustee, and converted 
into diferent property, or is sold and the pro- 
ceeds are thus invested, the property can be 
followed wherever it can be traced through its 
transformation and will be subject when found 
in its new form tothe rights of the original 
owner or beneficiary. But it is essential to 
the assertion ot a beneficial title to a trust 
fund that it can de clearly traced into the 
bands of the party to be charged, though no 
more than proof of substantial identity 
is required. It is not claimed that the 
money here could be identified, and the court 
below laid down the proper rule of trusts: 
Where the trust property does not remain in 
specie, but has been made way with by the 
trustee, the beneficiaries have no longer any 
specific remedy aganst any part of his estate

in bankruptey or insolvency, but they must 
come in as general creditors and prove against 
the trustee’s estate for the amount due them. 


A Stockholder Objects to the “ Freezing- 
Out Process. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court by 
James D. Stevens against the American Heater 
Company and others to set aside the sale of cer- 
tain patent rights. Stevens represents that in 
January last he owned an undivided interest ſu a 
patent for an improvément in vapor burnerg, and 
made an agreement with Holland T. Coffee, O. B. 
Peck, Wilbur H. Peck, and Louis K. Hastings to 
organize the Economic Petroleum Heating Com- 
pany. The corporation was organized with a capital 
stock of $50,0C0 and the patent was assigned to it in 
payment of stock. Complainant was to receive 
$18,000 of the stock, full paid and non-assessable. 
He charges, however, that the other stockholders 
and a lawyer named John B. Payne combined to 
freeze him out by Organizing a rival corporation, 
the American Heater Company, with a capital 
stock of $500,000, the Board of Directors being 
nearly the same in the two companies. The direct- 
ors of the Economic Company then held a meeting 
July 8, and voted to sell the patent to T. K Patter- 
son, representing the American Company, for 
$2,000. The complainant vigorously objected to the 
sale, but in vain. Stevens uliezes that no notice of 
the sale was given and that it wus void. He asks 
to have it set aside and the American Heater Com- 
pauy compelled to account for the profits it has 
made by the use of the patent. |

ON THE ROCES. 
THE J. L. HURD AT EAST DETOUR. 

CHEBROYGAN, Mich., Sept. 1.—[(Special.]—The 
propeller J. L. Hyrd, with full cargo of bulk oats 
and merchandise for Lake Superior, ran on the 
rocks at East Detour Light at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing in a dense fog, and filled with water in two 
hours. Pumping was kept up until the fires were 
put out. The tug Leviathan, with lighter and two 
pumps, have gone to the rescue. Her passengers 
were taken to the Soo by the passing prop Van 
Raalte. 4 


A telegram was received last evening at the 
office of the Lake Michigan 4 Lake Superior 
Transportation Company from Capt. H. C. Page of 
the prop J. L. Hurd. He says that the propeller 
ran on Detour Reef at 3 a. m., coming down with a 
crash and lodging fast. He sent at once to Che- 
boygan for the large wrecking-tug Leviathan to 
lichter her cargo, but did not state how badly the 
Hurd was damaged, Leopold & Austrian, the 
owners, think the Hurd can be patched up snfii- 
ciently to enable her to be towed in to the port 
of Manitowoc—distant eighteen hours" sail—the 
nearest place where she could put in to repair. 
Detour Point is the extreme eastern point of 
Northern Michigan, and projects into Detour Pas- 
sage, the channel between Drummond Island and 
the mainland. There is a light on the point, but it 
seems the Captain had made a slight miscalcula- 
tion as to where he was. The J. I. Hurd was built 
at Detroit in 1969 and rebuilt in 1882. She is owned

The leading 2 — markets were stronger yes- 
terday and a little more active, though largely in 
changes. The deliveries of the morning were small 
in the aggregate, especially in grain, and most es- 
pecially in corn. Red winter wheat and cats went 


round in moderate quantity, while the deliveries of 
lard and meats were rather free. The receipts of 
grain were smaller than expected. New business 
on outside account seemed to be rather scarce, but 
a good many commission-men were active in mak- 

ing transfers, showing that there had been a big lot 
of open trades and was still « large line of busi- 
ness out upon their books. There was a good de- 
mand for vessel- room, and rail shipments were 
more voluminous than the recent averages. 

Provisions were mage active and averaged much 
stronger, though Liverpool was quoted 8d lower 
on ‘meats. The loch hog market was reported 
higher, with smallemreceipts, and the large ship- 
ments of product were an element of strength, 
especially in meats. The deliveries of the morning 
were rather free, but the ribs chiefly went to Cud- 
ahy, and the lard to Armour, which meant being in 
strong hands. Ribs advanced 20c, to $10.20 for Oc- 
tober, but weakened to $10.05 bid at the close, with 
September at about 100 premium, and other de- 
liveries neglected. Lard opened tame, with 
Hutchinson as a seller, but he soon turned round 
as a buyer, and October advanced to $7.65, with 
large sales at the top, which was Tie above 
the latest price of Saturday; it weakened to $7.57} 
at the close, September was more active, and 
that in consequence of a better demand, which re- 
duced the discount from October to Tie. The 
longer deliveries of lard attracted more attention, 
November being about the same as October, and 
December 2½% higher. Year pork was easier, at 
$12.45 down to 612.426. and other deliveries were 
inactive; but September was quoted stronger at 
$19.00 bid and October do at $18.50 bid. 

Flour was rather more active, with no noted 
change in prices; but the trading was mostly local. 
Tb* coarse milistuffs were stronger. 

Wheat was rather more active and averaged 
stronger. It sold up Ke, to gie tor October, de- 
clined to 8160, advanced to 820, and fell back to 
sine, closing at 81%{c, with September at Ie dis- 
count, and November stronger at 1%c premium. 
May was about loc above October. Cash No. 2 
spring sold at 794%4@79%c, No. 3 was nominaliy un- 
changed at 64@66c, and rejected at öbe. The British 
markets were called steadier, with a firmer tone, 
dune to wet weather, and New York, Milwaukee, and 
St. Louis were all stronger. Our receipts, as ex- 
hibited on the inspection list, were not large, but 
the folks seemed to forget that they no longer rep- 
resent Sunday's arrivais in the figures posted Mon- 
day. The crowd had expected lower cables, and 
had sold a good deal Saturday in anticipation of 
that kind of news. They had also reported larger re- 
ceipts at interior points, which was equally a mis- 
take. When this wasknown the market went up. It 
turned down on liberal sales by Adams and Walker, 
the latter being supposed to be acting for Ream or 
Jones, or both. Butthe market took it all, and 
this sign of strength brought buying orders trom 
outside, causing the later advance. Some of those 
orders were from the seaboard, and were perhaps 
sent by parties who know that unofficial estimates 
a York make the visible supply to have ma- 

rially decreased during last week. Also last 
week’s exports in wheat and flour footed up the 
enormous total of 38,768,000 bu. Lindblom and 
Hutchinson were free buyers at the close, though 
the latter was said to be only buying against calls 
for about 500,000 bu, which will probably be put on 
the market by those who receive it, 

Red winter wheat was moderately active, and 
irregular. No. 2 was tirm at Sie cash and 826 
Se for September, while No. 3 was easier at 71 
@71%c for receipts in favored houses. Our re- 
ceipts were larger, being 230 cars, against 167 re- 
ported Saturday, the Wabash being principally 
credited with the increase. Our chartered room 
was larger, however, and the movement from the 
seaboard was regarded as very encouraging, in 
spite of the inuendoes of certain New Yorkers to 
the effect that it ie simply a filling up of vessel 
room previously chartered, and not due to a trans- 
atlantic demand. 

Corn was more active, and vely steady in 
prices, though unsettied in toge.

The mar- 
ket opened firmer on the part of very small deliv- 
eries tor September, while cables were encourag- 
ing to holders, and our receipts rather light. But 
there was enough on sale to change the tone, the 
warmer weather being especially adverse to 
strength in the longer futures, and January weak- 
ened decidedly. In September there was little 
demand at first, but it soon showed itself 
at about Ie above October, and shippers were 
eager enough to put car-lots to aslight preminm 
over the month. Of course such-a condition did 
not favor deliveries on September contracts, and 
the result was a rather active business in transfer. 
The trading all round was chiefly local. 

Oats opened firm at about Saturday's latest 
prices, but the long interest, led by Wallace, at- 
tempted to unload, and September broke &, sell- 
ing down to 25\c. Later there was a reaction of 
Se. to 25%625%{c, which was bid at the close. 
Deliveries were only moderately large. Samples 
were in liberal offering, but there was a fair in- 
guiry and prices were well maintained, No. 2 sell- 
ing at 26@26%c and No. 2 white at 28%@29i<c. 

Rye was quiet and rather weak, cash No. 2 de- 
clining e and selling at 54440. September sold at 
DAM, being easy, with October firm at 550. Sam- 
ples were quiet with sales at 55650, for No. 2 
and 48c for rejected. 

Barley was frm but very quiet. Cash No. 2 was 
nominally 6444@65c, which was the price for Sep- 
tember, and October was quotable at Saturday’s 
price, 64c. Good bright samples continued firm, 
while the dark lots, which were in the majority, 
were dull. Sales were made at 43@64c, according 
to quality, Nebraska bringing the outside. 

Flaxseed continued easy at $1.29 for cash No. 
1, most of the sales being made at that price, al- 
though $1.29 was paid for choice No. 1 seed early. 
Timothy was easy at $1.32 for prime seed, with 
moderate trading. Clover was nominally un- 
changed at $6.00 for prime. 

Dry goods were in fair request, and were steadily 
held. Buyers are beginning to arrive in considera- 
ble numbers and the fall season is now fairly under 
way. There is also an increasing movement in 
clothing, millinery, and boots and shoes. The gro- 
cery trade was moderately active and prices were 
again quoted firm. Dried fruits were quiet, as 
were also canned goods and fish, The demand for 
butter and cheese was slack, but prices were sus- 
tained.

It contained the 
astounding statement that if no reverses occur 
during harvest time the wheat crop of the United 
States this year will be little short of 830,000,000 
bu. It would seem to be with some such long-bow 
statements as this that some of the people on the 
other side of the water have been beguiled into the 
belief that they can obtain our wheat at much lower 
prices than the present ones. It is charged here, 
and has been so alleged for weeks past, that the 
most extravagant estimates of our crop have been 
sent from this side, and that they are naturally 


enough believed by the people in Western Europe. 


But = figure above named is the largest noted 
thus far.

For August, 192, 
the average was 225 Ibs; for 1851, 233 Ibs; and for 1980, 
225 ibs.
